Village seeks new evidence

Cook County Circuit Court Judge Rob- 


ert Downing Is expected to rule today on 
whether to continue the W. Strong Street 
zoning case by granting a defense mo- 
tion.

Slegel, representing the village, asks that 
a final ruling in the case be delayed so 
new evidence on rezoning the entire 
Strong Street area may be entered. 


Judge Downing delayed ruling on the 


motion two weeks ago so the attorneys in 
the case could research other court cases 
to substantiate their arguments on the 
motion. 


StEGEL CONTENDS that the results of 


the lonlng hearings, scheduled for 7:30 
p.m. March 20, are needed to make 
Wheeling's ronlng record on the matter 
complete. He has told the court that if a 
decision is reached without this informa- 
tion, the case will merely come back to 
court again. 


Fifth candidate files 
for schools election 


Wes Nurczyk, 754 N. Dennis St., Wheel- 


ing, last Thursday became the fifth can- 
didate to file a ominating petition for the 
April 14 Dlst. 21 School Board election. 


Other candidates, In the order they 


filed, are Kenneth Rodeck of Wheeling; 
Steve Greenberg of Arlington Heights; 
incumbent board member Edwin Smith 
of Buffalo Grove and Frank Sacco of 
Wheeling. 


Nurczyk did not seek the endorsement 


of the Dlst. 21 General Caucus. 


A resident of Dist. 21 for 17 years, Nur- 


czyk has two children presently attend- 
ing school In that district. Four other 
Nurczyk children graduated from the 
district. 


Attorney John M. Burke, representing

IN HER LETTER, Mrs. Schultz sug-

"At 
this date, we have no committment from 
the Jaycees, but hope that you would join 
us in requesting their sponsorship," she 
said in the letter. 


When asked about the possibility of 


such a joint panel debate, Valenza said he 
had not yet received the letter requesting 
the joint discussion. He added that he 
could not give an immediate response to 
the request. 


"I have to see what the people on the 


ticket want to do," he said. 


Ted Scanlon, TOP candidate for village 


president, also said he would have to 
check with other members of his ticket. 
He said, however, the TOP candidates 
are presently booked for coffees on every 
day except church days. 


Scanlon explained that his party is cur- 


rently campaigning by going door-to-door 
throughout the village and holding cof- 
fees. He said this method of campaigning 
has been a good way to reach people.

' controversy a positive experience 


School board pledges ethnic balance in library

Terming the recent controversy over 


"Little Black Sambo" a positive experi- 
ence, the Dist. 21 School Board resolved 
last Thursday night to ensure books in 
school library collections provide chil- 
dren with a balanced view of all ethnic 
groups. 


Mr. and Mrs. Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 


Selwyn Ln., Buffalo Grove, asked several 
weeks ago that "Little Black Sambo" be 
removed from school libraries. They felt 
the children's story, written in 1899 by 
Helen Bannerman, presented a "one- 
sided, subtle stereotyping of one ethnic 
group as opposed to another." 


Following the board's unanimous deci- 


sion to keep the book In district's librar- 
ies, Board Pres. Lillian Stiller said, 
"Much good has come of this. We'll be 
very careful in our book selection pro- 
cess in the future. This has been a bless- 
ing in disguise." 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, who was against 


leaving the book on the shelves, agreed 
that the Incident caused a lot of produc- 
tive discussion among school officials. 


A SPECIAL committee of faculty, par- 


ents and administrators considered fte 
matter two weeks ago and voted 8 to 2 to 
recommend that the board keep the 
book. Gill and Paul McKown, principal 
of Booth Taridngton School in Wheeling 
where the Jeffersons' daughter attends 
school, entered the only dissenting votes. 


"I think he (Jefferson) did us a real 


service," Gill said. "It will help us in the 
future to make sure we have a complete 
array of books in our library on every 
ethnic group - Black, Catholic, Polish, 
Jewish — whatever." 


Gill said school librarians are review- 


ing their coltoctlos and added that he 
would like to take a look at them person- 
ally. 


Commenting on the Jeffersons' objec- 


tions to "Little Black Sambo" which 
were expressed in a letter to McKown, 
Gill said, "He (Jefferson) presented the 
letter in what I consider the right of any 
individual to present an expression of 
dissent. He didn't follow it up in any 
way, he was just satisfied to present his 
ideas." 


Following the vote of the board, Gill 


was asked by a member of the audience 
what criteria was used for selecting 
books for use in the district. He refused 
to answer the woman publicly and said 
he would explain the process during a 
break in the meeting. 


District officials had earlier explained 


that the selection of books for the dis- 
trict's libraries is based on criteria out- 
lined by the American Library Associ- 
ation. The district librarian shares the 
responsibility of choosing books with lo- 
cal principals. 


THE SELECTION policy specifies that 


a committee consisting of the district su- 
perintendent, a district librarian, faculty 
and parents will deal with "the selection 
of materials of a controversial nature 
and will stand responsible for the selec- 
tion of such materials." 


On controversial subjects, the policy 


says: 


"Materials on communism and other 


political doctrines should be made avail- 
able. These materials should present the 
subject factually and objectively. Mate- 
rials on sex education recommended in 
the Standard Catalog Series, The Ele- 
mentary School Library Collection and 
approved reviewing media shall be pur- 
chased and shelved for free use. 


"It shall be a policy to enrich the fic- 


tion and nonflction in the fields of racial 
and national backgrounds, both in our 
population and the nations of the world. 
If it is found advisable to purchase mate- 
rials of a religious nature they should be 
selected from approved sources,- or 


scrupulously checked for accuracy. Un- 
biased materials on any religions of the 
world may be considered where there is 
a need for such materials." 


To register a complaint about mate- 


rials in the school libraries, a person is 
required to discuss his feelings with the 
principal involved. He must state exactly 
what he finds objectionable about the 
material and why he believes this flaw is 
greater than the value of the material. 


IP THE MATTER is not resolved in 


favor of retaining the material in ques- 
tion, the complainant must submit to the 
selection committee a written statement 
detailing his criticisms. 


The principal is also asked to submit a 


written recommendation to the selection 
committee telling what he thinks should 
be done with the material. 


All complaints submitted in the proper 


manner will be reviewed by the selection 
committee. The complainant may be pre- 
sent at the reviewing session.

Kusper replaces Barrett amid a county carnival

"The hour having reached 10 o'clock, 


the board of Cook County commissioners 
will now come to order." 


George Dunne called the county board 


Into sessuon Friday with his standard 
phrase, in his standard, monotonic dewiv- 
ery. 


He opened the meeting with an air of 


nonchalance approaching Indifference — 
the way he always does, be the topic of 
the day trivial or crucial. 


Dunne adjusted the microphone before 


him and looked across the room. Without 
changing his tone he explained the rea- 
son for the unusual Friday session. "This 
Is a special meeting of the board brought 
about by the events which have taken 
place in recent weeks" he said. 


THE MOOD was funereal. Everyone 


knew, since the verdict came' in on the 
72-year-old clerk, this meeting would 
have to convene. Re was one of theirs — 
an Important cog in the Daley machine 
— yet they would have to give Barrett 
bis last rites as clerk of the county. 


They approached it in much the same 


attitude, it appeared, as a mother pre- 
paring to rip the plastic bandage from 
the scab on her child's knee — It's going 
to hurt a little, but it's better to get it 
over with quick. When It's done, every- 
one will feel a little better. 


As Jim Gaughan, deputy county comp- 


troller and clerk to the county board, be- 
gan to read aloud a series of letters be- 
tween Dunne and State's Atty. Bernard 
Carey, the double doors at the entrance 
to the room swung open. Gaughan 
paused momentarily, then continued 
reading as a continuous stream of more 
than 200 people filled the gallery in die 
room which, until then had been nearly 
empty, curiously, in view of the Import 
of the gathering. 


No one paid much attention to the ex- 


act wordings — they all knew wj»at was 
contained in the letters — but Gaughan 
read on, "Legal opinion number one- 
four-sJx-cine, ... not eligible to hold of- 
fice ... conviction creazes vacancy .. . 
vacancy occurs at trial level ... not 
entitled to hold office pending appeal." 


Gaughan quickly moved into a pro- 


posed resolution containing several 
"whereases" and one "therefore be It re- 
solved," and Democratic Comr. Charles 
Bonk moved its approval — asking Ms 
colleagues to remove Barrett from of- 
fice.

THE PACE WAS quickening. The 


bandage was about to be ripped off. 
Comr. Jerome Huppert, another Demo- 
crat, seconded the motion and Dunne 
called for a roll call. 


The Democrats' plans, however, to 


hasten Barrett's departure were scuttled 
by Republican Commissioners Floyd 
Fulle and Joe Woods. 


Fulle tried to delay the proceedings, 


calling for a public hearing on an pros- 
pective successors to Barrett's post — a 
suggestion which drew the immediate 
disdain of every Democrat In the room. 
Yet, he persisted. 


Fulle complained the Democrats were 


going to huszle someone into the job on 
the appointment of Mayor Daley and the 
Democratic Party Instead of the appoint- 
ment of the county board, as Instructed 
by law. He called that action "a mockery 
of this board," and suggested a public 
hearing be held Monday. 


But Dunne would have none of it. 


While Fulle still spoke, Dunne gave the 
floor to others, who argued righteously 
the state's attorney had ordered the 
board to name a successor Immediately. 


The roll was called. Eight Democrats 


voted to declare a vacancy, four Republi- 
cans voted no. Barrett was out. The 
bandage had been removed, but not as 
quickly as planned. 


THEN BONK was shouting again. This 


time announcing he had a resolution to 
propose, and Gaughan again started to 
read the string of "whereases." 


When Gaughan got to the appropriate 


point, he read the name Stanley T. Kus- 
per Jr., as the nominee for County clerk. 


Now the more than 200 people in the 


room were on their feet, applauding, 
cheering and whistling. If there had been 
any prior doubt, it was now obvious who 
they were. 


Neither the press nor the Republicans 


on the board had known, officially, who 
the man was going to be. The copies of 
the resolutions given to the Republicans 
earlier contained a blank where Kusper's 
name was read. 


Yet more than 200 patronage workers 


— most of them from Kusper's Chicago 
election office — had been notified in 
time to be in the room when their boss 
was elevated to the powerful office. 


BONK, OF Polish origin, was being 


given the honor of promoting Kusper, 
also of Polish descent He spoke of Kus- 
per's qualifications, of his "beautiful" 
wife and his three boys. 


The mowing for Barrett was over. Al- 


most as though someone had thrown a 
switch, a carnival-like atmosphere swept 
through the room. As it picked up speed, 
it was more like a three-ring circus. 


In the center ring was Comr. Lillian 


Plotrowski, also of Polish descent, 
apparently second in the line of PoHsb- 
Americans who helped Influence the de- 
cision to pick Kusper. 


Her fists clenched and arms waving In 


an exaggerated walking motion — ala 
Jimmy Durante and Eddie Jackson in 
their famous strut — "Diamond Lil" rose 
to second the nomination. 


With a straight face and in an almost 


indignant tone, she recited a tribute to 
Kusper, reminiscent of, "and that spells 
MOTHER," substituting the letters of 
Kusper's name. 


"HIS NAME IS Stanley and that starts 


with a capital S," she shouted. "S is for 
sincere, T for truthful, A for able..." 


She concluded with L for loyal, E for 


energetic and Y for youthful, misspelling 
Kusper's first name by omitting any ref- 
erence to the N in Stanley. 


With her colleague, Comr. John Stro- 


ger obviously straining to hold back the 
laughter bursting within him, she an- 
nounced to the world, "K is for kind, U is 
for Understanding, S is for sincere (for 
the second time) P is for proud, E is for 
eager and R is for rare." 


And the patronage army was on its 


feet again, jubilantly cheering and 
smacking their palms together. The cir- 
cus was in full swing. 


But again, Fulle tried to dampen the 


spirits. Again he was shouted down by 
the joyous Democrats and again Dunne' 
ordered a roll call. The vote was the 
same — 8 to 4. 


ON CUE. the payrollers, who by now 


' had jammed the meeting room, rose to 


their feet when Kusper, his wife and chil- 
dren came out of the wings and stepped 
up behind the dais. They went wild as 
Daley himself followed a few steps be- 
hind. "Diamond Lil" poked Stroger in 
the ribs, angrily noting Fulle was not 
standing also.

Daley spoke of Kusper's "wunnerful 


wife and great family," told of Kusper's 
close attachment to Ms "dad and moth-

er," said Kusper would make a "wunner- 
ful" county clerk and congratulated the 
board for its "wunnerful" selection. 


Then Kusper swaggered to the micro- 


phone in his blue pin-striped suit, blue 
shirt and tie. With his hair glistening 
from excessuve amounts of brilliantine, 
Kusper pledged to conduct himself for all 
the people of Cook County, then offered a 
second pledge which made several in the 
room gag. 


"I hope to follow in some pretty big 


footsteps of some great men," Kusper 
said, "like Richard Daley and Edward 
Barrett." 


HE PROMISED to always be as nice 


as he is today and added, "I don't forget 
my friends. I always remember them. 
This promotion will not change me one 
single bit," he said, cockily shaking his 
head from side to side as his well-tanned 
face held its smile. 


He was then the county clerk and left 


the dais richer and more powerful then 
when he stepped to it. The crowd of wen 
wishers crowded around him — everyone 
from monsignors to greasylooking char- 
acters in alligator shoes. 


As the crowd worked its way out of the 


building toward the Bismarck Hotel 
where county officers and employes 
would spend a large portion of the after- 
noon celebrating on "company time," 
four Republican commissioners quietly 
returned to their offices, shaking their 
heads, frustrated as usual with the 
Democrats' lock on county government. 


500 attend talks on area flooding 


More than 500 local, regional and state 


officials attended a "participatory plan- 
ning session" Saturday to discuss flood- 
ing problems in northern Illinois. 


The session was ganized by he 


Northoast Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC) in an effort to find a consensus 
on what actions should be taken to re- 
lieve flooding. 


The officials were divided into groups 


of 10 to discuss flooding in their particu- 
lar area. The groups were arranged so 
each group was from a different commu- 
nity. 


NIPC supplied a list of seven main 


actions that could be taken to solve flood- 
ing. The officials were asked to rank the 
actions in the order of Importance. 


BY A LARGE vote, the officials agreed 


that the most important action should be 
controlling runoff water, which must be 
stored as long as possible close to the 
area where the rain falls. This means 
some type of retention sturcture to store 
water Is preferred to using sewers or 
channel work to carry water from the 
area. 


Othe actions, In the order voted, were: 
• information about flooding problems 


nvst be supplied to private property 
owners and water management author- 
ities. 


• funding for flood control is in- 


adequate and must be Increased. 


• authority for flood control is overly 


fragmented among local agencies. State 
legislative pction Is needed to consolidate 
authority. 


• storage capacity of flood plains must 


be maintained. 


• deficiencies in storm sewers and 


manmade channel systems must be cor- 
rected. 
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• illegal obstructions to stream chan- 


nels must be removed. 


NIPC OFFICIALS said the meeting 


was a successful effort at getting input 
from beat officials for a regional flood 
control program. 


Fred Dumke, NICP president, said, "It 


is the first time in 20 years I've seen a 
true and sincere effort on the part of ev- 
eryone involved to find a solution to com- 
mon problems." 


Dumke said the meeting "provided a 


forum, never tried before, for elected 
and appointed officials to participate in 
the planning." 


Jack Pahl, NIPC official and the for- 


mer president of Elk Grove Village, said, 
"TMs is the first time in my memory the 
political leadership and the technical 
leadership has been brought together. He 
said the meeting will help determine 
"who should act and who should pay" to 
solve flooding problems. 
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Streets to be reseated 
Loose gravel 
to be cleared 


Residents who have been plagued with 


loose gravel on their streets following the 
1972 street maintenance program can 
take heart. The loose stones are being 
cleaned up. and the streets will be re- 
seated as soon as weather permits. The 
Rock Road Construction Co. will redo the 
job. 


The.problem became apparent shortly 


after the streets were seal-coated last 
year For an unknown reason the gravel 
came unstuck and passing oars sprayed 
it onto lawns and driveways. 


Larry Oppenhelmer, director of public 


works, contacted a testing laboratory to 
find out why the stones became unstuck. 
The laboratory came up with six possible 
reasons. None, however, were specific 
enough to pinpoint the actual cause of 
the problem. 


As a result. Trustee Ed Berger con- 


tacted the Rock Road company to find 
some solution to the problem. Rock Road 
responded by promising to clean up the 
mess and re-seal the streets. Workers 
were out on Wheeling's streets yesterday 
sweeping away the gravel. 


ACCORDING TO Berger. the village is 


considering a new type of street program 
for the 1973 season. He said many neigh- 
boring villages have recently been using 


Plane crashes 
near Rockford; 
two recovering 


An Arlington Heights man is reported 


in good condition at Rockford Memorial 
Hospital after the light plane he was pi- 
loting crashed Thursday night near 
Mount Morris. 


Authorities said Robert Wakely, 46, of 


817 N. Hickory Ave.. Arlington Heights, 
was piloting the plane when it went 
down. He reportedly told police that oil 
from the plane began to splash on the 
windshield at about 7.000 feet. 


Wakely and a La Grange man, Robert 


Howard, were returning to Wheeling 
from a business trip to Omaha, Neb., 
when the crash occurred. 


Wakely said he was trying to land at 


an airport at Dixon. He suffered a back 
injury and was listed In good condition 
Friday at the Rockford hospital. 


Howard also was in good condition 


with head and facial cuts. 


a Cutler repaying machine to redo their 
streets. 


Berger explained that this machine 


first scrapes up the top two inches of 
pavement, then recycles the paving, re- 
tars it and puts it down as a new street 
surface. 


While this machine is slightly more ex- 


pensive than the current method of main- 
taining Wheeling's roads, it is supposed 
to provide a surface that needs little 
maintenance. 


Berger said he has asked the public 


works department to investigate the cost 
and operation of this machine. He said 
the village will consider using it in the 
upcoming 1973 street program. 


According to Berger, 8,540 square 


yards of pavement are estimated to be 
covered in this years street program. 
About 10,500 square feet of sidewalk are 
scheduled to be replaced in the annual 
sidewalk program.

Learning to drive - with both hands

A driving lesson for Mike Mikula is 


just about the same as a lesson for any 
other student at Forest 
View High 


School. 


His instructor keeps up a steady stream 


of advice and direction as Mike maneu- 
vers the late model car with the "student 
driver" sign on top. Only sometimes the 
advice he gives is different from what 
most students hear. 


"You're resting your hand on the con- 


trol, Mike," instructor Richard Eckert 
said during a recent les*>n. "You're 
braking and accelerating at the same 
time." 


The reason the advice is different is 


because the car Mike is learning on has 
special equipment, hand controls, allow- 
ing him to drive the car even though his 
legs are partly paralyzed. 


A LEVER is connected to the controls 


and Mike uses his left hand to control the 


accelerator and brake while steering 
with his right hand with the help of a 
"spinner knob" that lets him turn the 
wheel full circle easily. 


Right now Mike, a senior at Forest 


View, is the only student who needs hand 
controls working with Eckert. The youth 
said he has worked with the controls be- 
fore, as a student in Oak Park, and 
hopes to get his driver's license by June 
and have the controls installed in his own 
car. 


The hand controls used on the school's 


car, Eckert said, are donated to the 
school district by the man who makes 
them, a quadriplegic in Michigan. "He 
donates this equipment to any school that 
asks for it and when we're finished, we 
just send it back," Eckert said. 


Although Mike is the only student who 


is learning to use the equipment now, 
Eckert said, he recently gave lessons to 
a boy in the rehabilitation center at Ale- 


xian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village. "He had hit a tree with 
his motorcycle and was paralyzed from 
the waist down," Eckert said. "Since he 
had a driver's license before, I just ac- 
quainted him with the equipment." 


THE BOY CAUGHT onto the hand con- 


trols quickly, Eckert added, even though 
"his brain was still getting feedback 
from his legs even though he couldn't 
move them. It was pretty rough on him 
for the first hour or so." 


Eckert, who also teaches students with 


other kinds of handicaps to drive, said he 
uses the hand controls when taking the 
specially equipped car from place to 
place, reverting to his feet "only when 
things get tight." 


"I feel you have more control from a 


physical standpoint with the hand con- 
trols," Eckert said. "I find that I tend to 
overbrake with it because my arms are 
stronger than I expect." 


Village may ease discussion restrictions 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will consider an ordinance that would 
shorten the filing period for persons who 
wish to address the board at its weekly 
meetings. 


Presently, the board requires that per- 


sons wishing to address the board con- 
tact the village clerk by noon of the Sat- 
urday preceding the meeting. Since the 
village office is not open on Saturdays, 
the trustees are seeking to change this 
deadline to noon on Friday. 


Trustee Al Lang asked that the ordi- 


nance be revised after the board mem- 
bers strongly criticized a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the zoning hearings for the W. 
Strong Street area. The trustees said sev- 
eral persons had used this discussion for 
political rhetoric, which should not be 
allowed at board meetings. 


Trustee Michael Valenza asked that 


guidelines be established to prevent such 
politically motivated discussion. Village 


Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said the board 
should merely enforce the ordinance gov- 
erning such verbal communications. 


SOME VILLAGE residents have at- 


tacked the revision of this ordinance as 
being a way to silence dissention in the 
village. 


At last week's board meeting, Sheila 


Schultz, 393 S. Meadowbrook Ln., told the 
board she thought the proposed deadline 
was restrictive. 


"I realize certain measures might be 


necessary to conduct orderly meetings, 
however, effective leaders should be able 
to do this without the 56 hours notice now 
required, much less the 80 hours you now 
propose," she told the board. 


Trustees will also consider changing 


the residency requirements for full-time 
firemen. Currently firemen are required 
to live either within the village or the 
Wheeling Rural Fire Protection District.

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Religion in the suburbs: Part 111 
People of all faiths searching for a concept of God

Protestants, Catholics and Jews In the 


area will nod in agreement that God is 
love, and that will probably be the end of 
their discussion of religion. 


Clergymen and fundamentalists can 


usually be prompted into a more Indepth 
discussion of God, but most people shy 
away from the subject. They prefer to 
talk about the social aspects of their 
church. 


Perhaps the concept of God is too per- 


sonal to discuss In a questionnaire or a 
verbal survey. Perhaps people aren't 
quite sure what God or religion means to 
them The concepts they have may be 
very vague, a feeling rather than a 
stated position. 


Even some clergymen in the area have 


a difficult time explaining what they 
mean when they say God. They often dis- 
cuss the vague concept of a supreme 
being or the ground of being and leave it 
at that. 


WHILE SOME people can't, or do not 


wish to verbalize their concept of God, 
there are other people who Just aren't 
sure what they believe. 


"Many people don't know what's in the 


Bible.'' said Ken Granquist, pastor of 
Grace Lutheran Church in Prospect 
Heights. 


Granquist, along with other pastors in 


the area, recently set up Bible discussion 
groups. Clergymen say the groups are 
very well attended. 


Main-line 
Protestant denominations 


are beginning to join their fundamental- 
ist neighbors in outreach programs 


"I have a close friend who is not Chris- 


tian but who leads a very moral life. I 
have sleepless nights worrying about her 
soul." said a woman in a Baptist study 
group. "We have to learn how to witness 
to non-Christians without hitting them 
over the head." 


The Baptist definition of "Christian" is 


a person who possesses the holy spirit; 
Christians are those who have been 
reborn through a religious experience. 


"Living a Christian life is a fantastic 


challenge," said Wade Smith, supervisor 
of adult education at Meadows Baptist 
Church. "There are more people who 
need the Lord who will walk through my

door at home than will walk through the 
church doors " 


EVANGELISM is taking new strides in 


the rest of the religious community 
through a nation-wide program called 
"Key 73 " Many area church members 
are taking to the streets to let other 
people know about their religion 


"There are a dozen churches in Mount 


Prospect and Prospect Heights which I 
know are participating in several differ- 
ent Key 73 programs including a pulpit 
exchange, a rally and Bible study 
groups," said Ken Granquist, pastor of 


Grace Lutheran Church in Prospect 
Heights. 


Church members have been and will 


continue to visit homes in the area, Rev. 
Granquist said, and distribute the books 
of Luke and Acts. While the visitors pass 
out the two Books of the new testament 
they will also take a church census to see 
who belongs to what church and invite 
their neighbors to church. 


"Key 73 reflects a swing back to the 


basic function of the church," said Rev. 
Granquist, who stresses the fact that the 
activities are religious rather than social 
in nature. "I see this as a time to work 
together and witness to others the power 
of Christ." 


Evangelists, whether they be Baptist, 


Lutheran, Episcopalian or non-denomina- 
tional, see the challenge of bringing 
Christ to their neighbors as the goal of 
the future. 


"We will continue to preach the King- 


dom of God as long as we have breath," 
said the pastor of a Palatine Jehovah 
Witness congregation. "Rituals, dogmas 
and hypocrisy that are so common today 
find no part in Bible teaching or truths 
as taught by Jesus Christ." 


ACCORDING TO the pastor of an Ar- 


l i n g t o n Heights non-denominational 
church, the "sky is the limit" for the 
future of the church. "We are seeing 
more and more people trusting Jesus 
Christ, not a religion." 


Among most denominations in the 


Northwest suburbs, the prospect for the 
future is good, according to pastors. 
Some older pastors, however, who have 
seen tumultuous times during the past 
several years in their church are not 
\ ery sure about tomorrow. 


"The future holds much confusion and 


questioning and doubting by many," said 
the pastor of a Hoffman Estates Catholic 
Chu-ch. 
n 


"I am pessimistic about the future of 


the church when I regard the life style of 
so many young people," said the pastor 
of an Arlington Heights Catholic Church. 
"I am heartened only by the knowledge 
that God loves them all and that His 
grace can work miracles." 


CONFUSION ABOUT religious life — 


especially among Catholics, where reli- 
gious dogmas have changed drastically 
in the last decade — is one reason why 
people are more comfortable in the so- 
cial life of the church. 


In a recent Herald survey of 60 


churches in the Northwest suburbs, more 
than half of the clergymen said the main 
reason people participate in their church 
is because they want to express their 
faith. They readily admitted that people 
also participate in the church for the 
sake of religious education for their chil- 
dren, for a sense of belonging and for the 
social life. 


The people surveyed in area churches 


said another main reason for church par- 
ticipation is the charisma of the pastor. 


"We went to many churches in the 


area before we finally decided to join 
this one," said the Vincent C. Castles of 
Palatine, who belong to the Southminster 
P r e s b y t e r i a n Church in Arlington 
Heights. "The pastor was the main rea- 
son He is very understanding." 


The Castles said the reasons for church 


attendance for them and people they 
know are both social and religious. 


THE ATMOSPHERE of churches has 


a great deal to do with who attends 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION is one of the main func- 
tions of the church in the Northwest suburbs. As 
young couples begin having children they also be- 


gin to seek out a church or synagogue for their 
children to attend. According to some clergymen, 


some parents pick a church solely for its Sunday 
School facilities. 


them. Even in Catholic churches, which 
are set up on geographic parishes, mem- 
bers are allowed to break the boundary 
rules if they find a church they like bet- 
ter than the one in their home parish. 


According to pastors in the area, faces 


change especially rapidly during Sunday 
morning worship services because there 
are so many people looking for a church 
that fits their needs and beliefs Growing 
churches in the area report from 5 to SO 
new people come in to have a look week- 
ly. 


And what people say they are looking 


at is the attitude of the pastor and the 
congregation. Friendliness among the 
people and understanding from the pas- 
tor are at a premium. 


"People need a sense of closeness. 


There's a sense of warmth here, it's the 
characteristic that visitors notice and tell 
me about," said Rev. Granquist of Grace 
Lutheran Church in Prospect Heights. 


UNDERSTANDING from the pastor is 


very important to some church members 
because of his counseling capacity. Fam- 
ily problems, mostly in connection with 
marriage, are the major problem pastors 
say they are contacted about for coun- 
seling. 


"I'm counseling about a dozen families 


at the present time, and the number has 
been on the increase," said the Rev. Wil- 
liam T. Jones, pastor of Southminster 
P r e s b y t e r i a n Church in Arlington 
Heights. "I'm not sure if there are more 
problems today, but people are definitely 
more willing to talk about their prob- 
lems." 


Few people, however, seek out pastors 


to discuss their relationship to God. The 
people who are anxious to discuss God 
are usually members of Baptist and oth- 
er fundamentalist churches. 


People who don't want to discuss God 


or religion but are interested in close hu- 
man relationships and philosophies of the 
day, are drawn to the Universalist-Unita- 
rian churches in the area. 


"We are studying the implications of 


the choice we have made to become sub- 
urbanites We want to make the suburbs 
more human," said Ruppert Lovely, pas- 
tor of the Countryside Universalist-TJnita- 
rian Church in Palatine. "We plan to be- 
come involved in the problems here and 
try to solve them." 


BESIDES DISCUSSIONS of books and 


philosophies, the church members can 
participate in sensitivity sessions. The 
idea is to get to know and understand 
your neighbor better. 


According to Rev. Lovely, the churches 


are undergoing a metamorphosis and 
will speak to human problems in the fu- 
ture. 


"What we have now is one big fat-cat 


God. Far out and frozen," said Rev. 
Lovely. 


Whether people talk about a far-out 


and frozen God or a God within them, 
people in the Northwest suburbs are try- 
ing to get more of a grasp of the subject 
than ever before. 


While many people won't verbalize 


about their God or religion, the influx of 
Bible-oriented church and the increased 
number of Bible study groups in new and 
old churches alike show that more people 
are at least taking an interest in the sub- 
ject.

Eight years ago the Jewish population 


in the Northwest suburban area was al- 
most nonexistent. 


Today there are five Jewish con- 


gregations in the area which can collec- 
tively count more than 1,000 families as 
members. 


"We came out here for the same rea- 


son everyone else does — to get away 
from the city — for good schools and for 
clean air," said a Des Plaines resident 
who has been a member of the Maine 
Township Jewish Congregation for eight 
years. 


According to Hillel Gamoran, rabbi of 


the Beth Tikvah congregation which has 
served Hoffman Estates for 15 years, the 
real Jewish pioneers came out here more 
than a decade ago to start congregations 
and plant the seeds of Jewish culture. 


"I RECEIVE frequent calls from Jew- 


ish families who are thinking about 
moving out here and want to know what 
Jewish communal facilities are avail- 
able," said Rabbi Gamoran. "When I as- 
sure them there is a synagogue and 
Hebrew school for the children they are 
more inclined to move here." 


MORDECAI ROSEN, rabbi of the Beth 


Judea congregation in Buffalo Grove 
agrees with Rabbi Gamoran that Jewish 
people are moving to the Northwest sub- 
urbs in greater numbers recently be- 
cause they know synagogues and schools 
are available. 


"Membership almost doubled last year 


and I look for more rapid growth," said 
Rabbi Rosen. The Beth Judea congrega- 
tion formed five years ago. Two new con- 
gregations, one in Schaumburg and one 
in Buffalo Grove, have formed during the 
past year. 


Though many Jewish people are mov- 


ing to the suburbs from a totally Jewish 
community, They now want to live in a 
mixed society. 


"There is an emotional contact with 


the family because Jews aren't 100 per 
cent American — the United States is a 
Christian nation. All you have to do is 
look at the national celebration of Christ- 
mas to see that," said Rabbi Rosen. "We 
don't feel a need to fight it, but we want 
to maintain an identity, too." 


Rabbi Rosen stresses the cultural as- 


pects of Jewish life as much as the reli- 
gious aspect in his role as teacher of the 
Beth Judea congregation. 


"Unlike other religions, Jews are still 


Jews even if they never attend syna- 
gogue," said Rabbi Rosen.

young Jewish families have a tendency 
to gravitate towards religious life as they 
begin to have children. 


"There may be a lot of Jewish culture 


in the home, but religious education is 
left to the synagogue," said Rabbi 
Rosen, who has more than 200 children 
enrolled in the Beth Judea Hebrew 
School and Sunday School. 


Religious education, however, doesn't 


mean an in depth study of God, accord- 
ing to Rosen. He says there is less talk 
about God and more talk about the here 
and now in Jewish classes and services 
than in other religions 


"Judiasm is a this-world religion. I 


talk about God very little," sold Rabbi 
Rosen. "God is centered in the Jewish 
people." 


Rabbi Rosen says the Hebrew Bible 


(the Christian "old" testament which im- 
plies that it is out of date — further evi- 
dence of the Christian influence in this 
county, says Rabbi Rosen, is studied as a 
history book. 


"Just as we respect our grandfathers 


and great grandfathers because they are 
part of us, we read the Bible, to learn — 
but we don't always agree," said Rosen. 


"There is no supreme being. God 


doesn't heal the sick or support the fall- 
en. That is our responsibility," said Rab- 
bi Rosen.

In the congested lobby, Andy Frain 


ushers tried to sort out the holders of 
red, pink, grey, green, orange, yellow 
and white tickets, directing them to the 
seven ballrooms required to hold the 
"remnants" of the Democratic Organiza- 
tion of Cook County. Only the white tick- 
ets admitted banqueters to the inner 
sanctum of the International Ballroom, 
an intimate dining hall where you could 
easily stage the National Basketball As- 
sociation playoffs. 


With no cocktails offered in the dining 


halls, the facilities of the Haymarket Inn 
and the hotel's auxiliary bars were taxed

Among a number of readers who are 


appalled at this column's recent ques- 
tioning of the literal existence of Satan is 
Sister M. Genevlcve Sperka, O.S.F., of 
St. Francis' Convent, Mishawaka, Ind., 
who writes:

Paul VI or Billy Graham speak of Satan- 
ism and all its works, the Devil flies into 
a rage because he would like for people 
to believe that he is some mythical spirit 
or JOKE." 


In addition to being certain of the De-

Instead of Massachu- 
setts more than three centuries ago, it is 
California today, For according to the 
Rev. Michael Warnke, whom Sister iden- 
tifies as a converted former Satanic high 
priest, Fresno has more than 500 prac- 
ticing Satanists and "In some areas, the 
Satanic Bible outsells the Holy Bible by 
two to one." 


"I WOULD advise Rev. Kinsolving to 


read the shocking best seller, "The Ex- 
orcist.' by William Peter Blatty," ad- 
vises Sister Genevieve. 


I already have. "Shocking" is an apt 


description. Not because of the pre- 
posterous plot of this slick, sado-maso- 
chistic spook story — but because this 
pseudo-literary LSD is in a position, on 
the best seller lists and in paperback, 
where it can terrify many of the gullible. 
It can even be recommended reading by 
such well-intentioned people as Sister 
Genevieve. 


Even a Rochester school teacher, Fa- 


ther William O'Malley, S. J., defends 
"The Excorclst," because: 


"This novel has drawn many readers 


at least to consider the possibility of a 
p e r s o n a l reality transcending our 
senses." (Father O'Malley admits at the 
same time that he is part of the cast in 
this novel's forthcoming film version.) 
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But Father O'MaJley's fellow Jesuit 


priest and 'teacher, Father Raymond 
Schroth of Fordham University, retorts: 


"Blatty's 'devil' did not increase the 


faith of any character in the novel. It 
killed two priests and got Regan's moth- 
er to believe in Satan, not God." 


Father Schroth also notes, in Com- 


monweal magazine, the reports of author 
Blatty's concern that a 12 year-old in 
Washington, D. C., where the movie was 
filmed, had developed signs of "Diabolic 
possession," after reading the book. 


BUT, NOTES Father Schroth, Blatty's 


concern for such a tragic possibility is 
apparently not so pronounced that he 
could restrain his irritation when the 
movie company was refused the right to 
desecrate Holy Trinity Church, as called 
for in the scenario.

State needs 


ballot law 


As seasonal as income tax is the 


February-March 
confusion 
over 


who's first on the local ballot, be it 
village or school board — and it's 
high time we get some legislation 
to straighten out this annual mess. 


It seems that village clerks or 


school officials have the power, in 
their own hands, to determine in 
what order candidates shall be list- 
ed on the ballot. 


Most clerks work out a 
fair 


procedure in which order of filing 
is the criteria. In some commu- 
nities, however, a simple problem 
becomes a matter of confusion and 
simmering political animosities. 


That's what happend recently in 


Elk Grove Village, where the vil- 
l a g e 
c l e r k , 
o n e 
Richard 


McGrenera, moved to list certain 
village board incumbents on the 
top of the ballot — even though 
they did not file petitions first. 


Naturally, the challengers criti- 


cized the decision, and the village 
attorney offered an opinion stating 
that the names should be listed on 
the ballot in the order in which the 
candidates filed. Which is what's 
now being done in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage 


Then, there's the Dist. 25 board 


race, in which the Caucus-selected 
candidates usually dominate. This 
year, both a representative of the 
Caucus and an independent candi- 
date were present when the Dist. 
25 offices opened. Both claimed to 
have been there first. 


There was considerable paper- 


shuffling, numerous phone calls 
and excessive confusion. Finally, 


the Caucus agreed to accede their 
first and last spots on the ballot to 
the two challengers. 


Why the competition for the top 


spot? Because political observers 
report that many persons who vote 
don't know the candidates — and 
thus vote for the first name they 
see. Thus, political candidates re- 
gard the top spot — and the last 
spot — as plums to be sought. 


As it currently stands, there's no 


procedure to follow. Decisions on 
who shall be listed where on the 
ballot are up to the individual 
clerks or school officials, with the 
ad vice of attorneys. 


But this doesn't seem enough or 


a 
safeguard 
against capricious 


violations of fairness. We'd like to 
see the Illinois General Assembly 
pass legislation which would estab- 
lish a procedure for drawing up 
ballots. 


The fairest and most sensible 


procedure would require the clerk 
to hold a drawing at the end of the 
filing period. Candidates 
would 


have their names drawn by lot to 
determine who would be placed 
where on the ballot. In this way the 
jockeying for position on the ballot 
— and tbe granting of preferential 
positions to incumbents — would 
be ended. 


Indeed, such legislation would be 


an infringement on the autonomy 
of local clerks and officials. But we 
think the public interest would be 
well served by a procedure which 
establishes a simple method that 
eliminates all traces of unfairness 
or privilege in local elections.

A $30.000 airplane, anyone? Or 


how about $1.500 worth of tuition 
toward a private pilot rating? 


T h e s e are among the in- 


ducements being offered by the 
General 
Aviation 
Manufacturers 


Assn. (GAMA) to encourage pilots 
and those who would like to be pi- 
lots to participate in the Federal 
Aviation Administration's Accident 
Prevention Program. 


Between June 1. 1972, and Jan. 


31. 1973. more than 115,000 pilots 
and nonpilots qualified for these 
and 102 other prizes in GAMA's 
Safe Pilot Sweepstakes by attend- 
ing an FAA safety seminar and 
aircraft 
clinic. Thousands 
more 


are expected to qualify before the 
sweepstakes ends en May 31 and 
the winners' names are drawn. 


The FAA program began in 1971 


after 
investigations 
of 
general 


aviation accidents established that 
more than 80 per cent of them 
were attributable to pilot error. 


The program, which is entirely 


voluntary, consists of the safety 
education seminars and aircraft 
clinics as well as courtesy check- 
rides to enable pilots to improve 
weaknesses and discussions with 
industry representatives on 
air- 


craft and equipment. Pilots are 
also encouraged to file reports re- 
garding unsafe airway or airport 


conditions. An FAA Accident Pre- 
vention Specialist handles the pro- 
gram at each of 84 general aviation 
district offices around the coun- 
try. 


This emphasis on general avia- 


tion safety is hardly new, however. 
Safety has always been stressed — 
by the manufacturers of aircraft, 
engines, radios and other 
com- 


ponents; through testing and certi- 
fication; through the training and 
licensing of pilots, mechanics, air 
traffic controllers and other spe- 
cialists, and by various pilot organ- 
izations. 


The result has been a steady im- 


provement in the accident picture 
over the years. In 1960, for ex- 
ample, there were 4,793 accidents 
recorded for 13.1 million hours and 
1.7 billion miles flown by general 
(non-airline) aviation. 


By 1970, the hours and miles 


flown had increased to 25.5 milion 
and 3.9 billion respectively, but 
the number of accidents increased 
only slightly, to 4,927. The accident 
rate per !00,000 flying hours was 
cut almost in half.

Abortion commentator scolded 


In his second letter to the Herald criti- 


cizing Catholic opposition to the U. S. Su- 
preme Court's abortion decision (March 
5), Mr. Bill Bodell continues to refer mis- 
takenly to legalization of bingo by the 
"courts." The fact is that bingo has been 
legalized in Illinois (under strict condi- 
tions) not by the courts but by the legis- 
lature. 


This distinction is significant. The Illi- 


nois General Assembly is elected by the 
people and is answerable to them at the 
polls. The federal judiciary, by contrast, 
are lifetime appointees. They are not, in 
the same sense as legislators, answer- 
able to the electorate. 


The importance of this distinction is 


particularly evident when one examines 
the Supreme Court's abortion decision. 
Mr. Bodell has suggested that abortion 
on demand Is opposed only by Catholics. 
This is a slur upon millions of Americans 
of other religious faiths who also hold 
human life in reverence. In actual fact, 
41 of the SO states have laws protecting 
the right of unborn infants to life; in vir- 
tually none are Catholics a majority, and 
in many Catholics are an insignificant 
minority. 


Quite apart from his ignorance of the 


distinction between the judicial and legis- 
lative processes, Mr. Bodell"s attempt to 
draw a parallel between the issues of 
abortion and bingo is simplistic. Con- 
troversy about the abortion Issue reflects 
deep concern about the sanctity of hu- 
man life. In no sense does the bingo issue 
embody moral concerns of this magni- 
tude. 


Mr. Bodell also makes gratuitous ref- 


erence to the I.R A. as "criminals," even 
though he fails to show any connection 
between the I.R A. and the recent deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court to sanction the 
wholesale slaughter of innocent life. In 
any event, whether the I R.A. are "crim- 
inals" depends upon one's point of view: 
to the Kremlin, the freedom fighters of 
Budapest, 1956, were also "criminals " 


Mr. Bodell denies he wears the white 


sheet of a Klansman, but boasts of wear- 
ing an "orange sash." The difference is 
academic. All symbols of bigotry and in- 
tolerance are reprehensible, whether the 
hood of a Klansman, the swastika of a 
Nazi, or the sash of an Orangeman.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Reports on 


farmer enrollment In the 1973 feed grain 
program nave left aome government offi-

changes in the program may be needed 
to fully meet administration goals for a 
1S billion bushel soybean crop this year 


Signup in the program began Feb. S A 


report on enrollment through March 2 
shows that 553.5M farms have signed up 
to participate In the program. But only 
15 S per cent of those enrolling through 
March 2 had chosen the "Option B" 
phase of the program which was specifi- 
cally designed to encourage expanded 
soybean production. 


UNDER THE "Option B" plan, fane- 


era qualify for price supports and direct 
payments without Idling, or setting aside, 
any acreage. Growers choosing this op- 
tion are required to hold 1973 feed gram 
acreage down to their 1972 level. This 


means the acreage which had been "set 
aside" last year would be eligible for 
planting this year — but with a strong 
push toward soybeans since it could not 
be used for additional corn. 


Administration officials had been hop- 


ing that about 40 per cent of farmers en- 
rolling In the program would choose the 
"B" plan. But the March 2 report 
showed 845 percent 
of the enrollees 


were choosing another option under 
which they must "set aside" acreage 
equal to 25 per cent of their feed grain 
planting base, and then are free to plant 
as much corn as they choose. 


Some officials pointed out that the 


March 2 report may not give a complete 
picture of the final turnout since most 
farmers expected to participate in the 
program have not yet signed up With 
two weeks left to go in the enrollment 
period which ends March 16, the signed- 
up growers represented only about 27 per 
cent of the total eligible acreage.

West You needn't go to California or 
Alaska to find yourself in gold-ore coun- 
try. A stretch of it run! up through the 
southeastern states, from Alabama to 
Pennsylvania — and gold has turned up 
in the pan even in New England. 


There has long been a hard core of 


amateur or go-it-alone prospectors who 
maintain that you can make "wages or 
better" with a pan, washing for gold in 
and around known deposits that have 
been worked and abandoned. Hoping al- 
ways, of course, to strike it rich by hit- 
ting a new, unworked deposit 


THE LAST BIG wave of prospecting 


came during the depression of the '30s. 
Unlimited records of Uie gold found then, 
says the U.S. Geological Survey, indicate 
that "and extremely low percentage" of 
these prospectois managed to support 
themselves on their earnings — but there 
were "a few significant discoveries," 
nearly all by experienced prospectors, 
familiar with the regions they were 
working. 


The experience of the '30s "appears to 


confirm that the best chances of success 
lie in further systematic study of known 
productive areas, rather than in efforts 
to discover unknown areas," says the 
USGS. 


Equipment needed for placer mining is 


simple enough to make it feasible for va- 
cationers. In contrast to lode mining — 
following a vein down into the earth 
through the rock — placer mining con- 
sists of sifting through sand, silt and 
gravel for the bits of gold that have 
washed down into "placer deposits" by 
streams running through "source rocks " 


PLACER (rhymes with "gasser") is 


from a Spanish word meaning "shoal." 
and it's in an area of shoal water, where 
silt and sand have collected, that the pla- 
cer miner goes to work with shovel and 
pan 


"Panning is the simplest, easiest and 


least expensive method of separating the 
gold," says the U S G S. "Its bright char- 
acteristic color, easily recognizable even 
in very small amounts, makes recovery 
by gravity separation feasible." 


Gold has been found in every state 


west of the Rockies In the East, limited 
placer deposits have been found in 
streams that drain the southern Appala- 
chian slope, and in areas of New Eng- 
land. Prospectors can help themselves to 
the gold in many areas of the West — 
but in the East, as the U.S.GS points 
out, "ownership of all land is such that 
mining claims cannot be staked, and 
prospecting can be carried on only with 
permission of the owner " 


A U S G.S pamphlet lists, for 19 states, 


the Bureau of Mines or equivalent agen- 
cy, suggested as the best sources of in- 
formation on prospecting and mining in 
each area.

and heading for the hills, yqp might want 
to ponder these words, addressed by the 
USGS to the would-be prospector: 


If he is "prepared to undergo a certain 


amount of hardship, possesses a car ca- 
pable of traveling the roughest and 
steepest roads, and is not discouraged by 
repeated disappointments, a prospecting 
trip may prove to be an interesting ex- 
periment, profitable to him in other ways 
if not financially"

Gas supply very tight; 
rationing last resort' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation's 


supply of gasoline is "very tight" — 
down 24 million barrels from a year ago 
east of the Rockies. But World War II- 
style gas rationing is not likely, accord- 
ing to the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness (OEP) last Friday. 


The OEP detailed the gasoline situ- 


ation after Rep SiMo 0. Conte, R-Mass., 
said he understood the government was 
already printing up rationing cards for 
use this summer. 


Rationing is a possibility, an OEP 


spokesman said, but it remains one of 
several alternatives in a contingency 
plan which is not yet complete. Even 
when the plan is finished, he added, ra- 
tioning "would be our court of last re- 
sort." 


"We have not printed up the tickets to 


accompany this plan," said OEP spokes- 
man Robert E. Nipp "There could be 
some old tickets around from some pre- 
vious time but we have not as of now 
actually printed up any rationing tick- 
ets" 


GASOLINE STOCKS in all areas east 


of the Rockies as of March 2 stood at 191 
million barrels, compared to about 215 
million barrels on the same date one 
year ago. Shortages start developing, 
Nipp said, when supplies drop to around 
175 million barrels. 


"There has been a steady decline," 


Nipp said, "and this worries us because 
this is the time of the year when we nor- 
mally are building gasoline stocks for 
summer. 


"Consumption is up about 69 per 


cent," he added. "We know that we're 
using about 300,000 barrels per day more 
gas alone because of the new emission 


control standards on cars." 


The OEP's contingency plan, which 


should be ready some time next month, 
takes four approaches to conserving 
fuel: Use of fuel substitutes or alter- 
nates; voluntary curtailment of use, pri- 
orities and allocations in the event of 


shortages; and formal rationing — 
"somewhat like the plan we had in oper- 
ation during World War II," Nipp said.

Competing with Kersey's triumphant 


92.5 points at Conant were second-place 
Rolling Meadows (61 points and seven 
qualifiers), third-place Conant (33 points 
and three qualifiers), fourth-place Ar- 
lington (29 points and three qualifiers), 
fifth-place Palatine (25.5 points and three 
qualifiers), sixth-place Wheeling (25 
points and two qualifiers), ninth-place 
Fremd (18.5 points and one qualifier), 
and lOth-place Prospect :17.5 points and 
two qualifiers).

gan. 


Like Wetendorf, the 6-2, 178-pound 


Bouchee was selected for All-Central 
Suburban League honors. He also re- 
ceived recognition as one of 22 members 
on the Paddock Publications All-Area 
Football Team. 


Teammates voted Bouchee their Most 


Valuable Player this past football sea- 
son. He caught 23 passes for 424 yards 
and two touchdowns, an 18-4 yards-per- 
catch average Bouchee also ran the end- 
around three times for 32 yards.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a constant fol- 


lower of your column. I also find your 
advice and recommendations highly in- 
teresting. I now have a problem of my 
own. I am an 87-year-old man and I have 
developed a terrible stomach problem — 
constipation. I have already taken a 
number of medicines such as mineral oil, 
cascara pills, sennacot, and prune juice, 
but it does not help. I can go without a 
bowel movement for three or four days 
or longer. Would you please advise me 
what I can do? 


Dear Reader — Constipation is a very 


common problem and it is more frequent 
with age. Simple constipations, as you 
describe your condition, is not the same 
thing as some other bowel problems in- 
cluding spastic colon but is a delay in the 
elimination process. About one-third to 
one-half of the waste products from our 
food is eliminated in 24 hours and the 
remaining portions is eliminated in the 
first part of the 48-hour elimination. It is 
not necessary to have a bowel movement 
every day. This mistaken belief leads to 
constipation 
problems 
and 
laxative 


habits followed by more serious bowel 
problems including irritable or spastic 
colon. 


There are no serious ill effects from 


delayed elimination. Almost all of the 
symptoms are produced by distention. 
This has been proved by distending the 
large colon with inert objects including 
cotton and beads, then observing the 
symptoms produced, then relieving the 
symptoms merely by removing these in- 
ert objects. 


The idea of a toxic reaction caused by 


bacteria multiplying in the colon because' 
of failure in elimination is a lot of ho- 
kum. This concept has been repeatedly 
proven to be false. Further breakdown of 
food particles in the colon does not lead 
to any form of chemical intoxication ei- 
ther. There is some reason to believe 
that slow passage of food residue may 
allow chemicals that increase the likeli- 
hood of cancer to accumulate and this 
may be a factor in colon cancer. This 
idea has not been proved or disproved. 


THE SYMPTOMS of delayed elimina- 


tion usually include the sensation of local 
fullness and distention. Sometimes this is 
accompanied with the bad taste or 
coated tongue and belching. That is 
about the extent of the symptoms that 
really occur from simple constipation. If 
a person starts having abdominal pain 
and crampy feelings, he may have a 
more complicated condition associated 
with constipation, usually irritable or 
spastic colon. 


Anybody who develops constipation 


suddenly must have a medical exam- 
ination. The prime reason for this is that 
any sudden change in bowel habits, the

development of constipation or diarrhea 
in anyone, is sometimes the first sign of 
a cancer of the bowel. 


If it is diagnosed early, it can usually 


be cured. If it is neglected, it will ad- 
vance to the point that it cannot be 
cured. So, I would strongly recommend 
that you see your family doctor and have 
an examination as soon as possible.

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Joseph Stalin: 


NEW YORK — Twenty years ago, on 


March 5, 1953, an era in Soviet history 
ended, a quarter-century dominated by 
one man — Joseph Vissarionovich Stalin. 


It was an era alternatively described 


as a period of tremendous growth and 
consolidation previously unwitnessed in 
Russian history and as • period of con- 
spiratorial 
rule, repression and In- 


comprehensible savagery. 


At its end, hundreds of thousands 


thronged to mourn Stalin's death with an 
intensity of feeling evidenced in a mass 
panic in which many were literally 
crushed to death. 


Three years later Nikita Khrushchev at 


the "secret" 20th Party Congress de- 
nounced the "cult of personality" which 
had enveloped Stalin's rule. Khrush- 
chev's exposure of Stalin's method of 
rule unleashed a new kind of tempera- 
ment — terror was no longer in the air, 
previously unthinkable thoughts could be 
tried out. 


But where does Stalin stand today? It 


seems clear that he is coming into his 
own once more. The "liberalism" and 
"experimentation" of the Khrushchev 
years were short-lived. Since the mid- 
'60s Statin has been undergoing a gradu- 
al process of rehabilitation. 


STALIN'S MISTAKES, which were 


good copy throughout the late '50s and 
early '60s. are no longer reported. In- 
stead, in the last several years Stalin is 
again emerging as the hero In the 
struggle against Nazi Germany and as 
the architect of the first five-year plan 
which hurled the Soviet Union into the 
international arena as a modern industri- 
al power. 


That one should 20 years after, gauge 


Soviet society in terms of Stalin is appro- 
priate because his shadow still looms 
large. More and more, observers of the 
Soviet Union, chief among them the un- 
identified author of "Message from Mos- 
cow." an important eye-witness account 
of the Soviet Union from the late '60s, 
feel that "neo-Stalinism" is dominating 
the Soviet Union today. 


A brief look at Stalin's record In the 


past 20 years offers a capsule summary 
of the shifts in the Soviet leadership. 


After Khrushchev's speech in 1956, Sta- 


lin's "violations of socialist legality" — 
the purges, the mass executions and con- 
centration camps — were alluded to, if 
not detailed. In 1962. Stalin was officially 
removed from Lenin's tomb. However, 
criticism was limited to Stalk's meth- 


.. 


ods and did not extend to insitutions of 
Sovet society or the basic elements of the 
dictator's policy. 


AFTER KHRUSHCHEV'S downfall in 


1964, references to Stalin began to dis- 
appear. With the consolidation of the col- 
lective leadership of Leonid Brezhnev 
and Alekaei Kosygin, an almost total si- 
lence on the subject prevailed. The si- 
lence reflected their recognition of the 
potential danger of Khrushchev's cam- 


adow

traveled widely behind the Iron Curtain. 
Her father, who now foes in the United 
States, was the last Csecbotlovak charge 
d'aMalres In Stockholm under the non- 
communist Benes government. 


paign and experimentation. He had gone 
too far and suffered for it. Then, begin- 
ning in 1968, Stalin began to emerge as a 
hero of the Soviet nation. 


However, despite Stalin's rehabilitation 


and an apparent political retrenchment, 
the Soviet Union is considerably different 
today than 20 years ago. but, how much 
of a difference have the years made? 


According to Wolfgang Leonhard, pro- 


fessor of history at Yale University and 
specialist in Soviet history, "the Soviet 
Union has certainly changed more than 
Stalin would have wanted it to, but much 
less than Soviet society would require 
and what a large group of Soviet in- 
telligentsia are aiming at." 


Although great advances have been 


made in technology, in the economy and 
in its role in the world, Professor Leon- 
hard feels "the Soviet Union still has es- 
sentially the same outmoded, dictatorial 
system which more and more comes Into 
conflict with the emerging modern, in- 
dustrial state." 


A LOOK AT THE past year's economic 


record seems to show that all Is not run- 


ning smoothly. There was a general fail- 
ure to meet economic output goals, par- 
ticularly in consumer goods and produc- 
tion, a disappointing four per cent in- 
crease in national income and a severe 
agricultural crisis. 


Along with the past year's economic 


setbacks, the Soviet leadership Is still 
struggling over the issues which nave 
plagued it since the succession struggle 
after Stalin's death. 


Division exists over the major issues of 


production of consumer goods/or con- 
centration on heavy industry, the posi- 
tion in the nuclear arms race, the rela- 
tionship between party bureaucrats and 
the technical specialists in the state bu- 
reaucracy (the "red" vs. "expert" con- 
troversy) and the problem of achieving 
efficient economic administration. 


But perhaps more ticklish than the oth- 


ers is the problem of dealing with the 
disident intelligentsia. Since Khrushchev 
temporarily lifted the lid when he 
allowed the publication of Solzhenitsyn's 
"One Day hi the Life of Ivan Denisov- 
ich," the voices of the small but per- 
sistent intellectual community have ech- 
oed throughout the world. 


THEN, IN THE late '60s, what before 


had been silent or underground dissent 
became public. Certain individuals pub- 
licly signed protests against the treat- 
ment of Sinyavsky and Daniel, the two 
writers involved hi an extraordinary 
trial. 


The leadership cracked down, in- 


itiating a policy of silencing those of 
whom they disapprove. And from the 
point of view of the leadership, the 
events in Czechoslovakia in 1968 which 
sprang from the public debate of in- 
tellectuals justified their hard line. 


How far will this hard line be carried? 


Though the majority of Russians believe 
that mess terror is no longer a possi- 
bility, given the Soviet Union's inter- 
national position, there are pessimists 
who feel that if the collective leadership 
breaks down, one man could carry a 
hard line to its ultimate conclusion. 


How stable is the present leadership? 


On the whole, they are old, conservative 
men who want to preserve their individ- 
ual positions. The liberals among them 
are very few. Radical changes are not 
likely to come from such leadership, 
rather a constant retrenchment of power 
is likely. That means a steady trend to- 
ward more rigid control and less toler- 
ance of dissident ideas.

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Tanks in Eastern Europe gone, but not Soviet presence 
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NEW YORK - Crowds move briskly 


down Vaclavske Namesti, the main shop- 
ping thoroughfare hi Prague. The shops 
are busy and merchandise is plentiful. At 
rush hour the crush of traffic is hor- 
rendous. 


In Warsaw's RozycU bazaar an old 


woman does a thriving private business 
selling trinkets, used clothing and fresh 
produce. 


A visitor in East Berlin is struck by 


the preponderance of American films 
("Cat Ballou" and "Hello Dolly") and 
the efficient, well-stocked supermarkets. 
Men are bearded and long-haired; gen- 
uine blue jeans are a status symbol. 


All over Eastern Europe, Western in- 


fluence is striking. It's a much different 
picture than the one encountered 20 
years ago. 


At Stalk's death in 1953, his legacy k 


Eastern Europe with the exception of 
Yugoslavia was a tightly controlled bloc 
of satellites which responded k puppet- 
fashion as he pulled their strings. 


Soviet experts and advisers were abun- 


dant; satellite leaderships closely con- 
sulted with the Soviet leadership; and 
the iron curtain effectively isolated the 
bloc from the West and from each other 
as well. 


In 1947, the creation of the, Cominform 


...Prague, 1968 


(Communist Information Bureau) as- 
sured an ideological coherence. 


BUT, SINCE Stalk's death the story 


has been markedly different. Ghita lo- 
nescu, an East European scholar, de- 
scribes what followed as "the story of its 
(East European empire) progressive dis- 
integration and the unchecked decline of 
Russian authority withk it." 


Why such a disintegration should blos- 


som is no mystery. What Stalk envis- 
ioned as building socialism was, k fact, 
forced labor, heavy industrialization, ex- 
propriation of land, mass trials and de- 
portations, aU for the benefit of the So- 
viet Union. Add to this the democratic 
traditions and sophisticated economies 
which existed k many of the Eastern 
European countries before the second 
world war. 


Nikita Khrushchev inherited Stalk'; 


legacy. Faced with the problem of sal- 
vaging a crumbing empire, he did not 
discard Stalk's basic policy, but rather 
eliminated terror, did not demand slav- 
ish obedience, dismantled the Cominform 
and denounced the "cult of the person- 
ality" which had sprung up around Sta- 
lk. 


The last was probably the catalyst k 


the disintegration process. The' pro- 
nouncement of the doctrine of diversity 
followed shortly — Soviet doctrine now 
held that there could be "different roads 
to communism." 


THE FIRST significant stirrings were 


k Pol.ind k 1956. Inspired by Georgi 
Malenkov's "new course," intellectuals, 
economists and writers both, introduced 
revisionist Ideas. They asked themselves 
what a genuinely Polish Communist re- 
gime would be like? 


The questions, followed by riots k Poz- 


nan, led to an increasingly revolutionary 
situation which brought the Soviet Polit- 
buro to Poland bearing the threat of a 
Soviet invasion. Wladyslaw Gomulka, re- 
turning to Poland from political exile as 
Communist party secretary, saved the 
situation. He was able to convince the 
Soviets that Polish revisionism did not 
undermine Polish-Soviet relations; it, he 
told the Soviets, was the only way to 
keep Poland k the bloc. 


Also k 1956, k Hungary, similar dis- 


content led to a completed, If ultimately 
unsuccessful, revolution. Before Soviet 
Intervention, the anti-Communist forces 
had won. They were set to withdraw 
from the Warsaw Pact and demand the

expulsion of all Soviet presence. On 
Oct. 30, 1956, the Soviets announced a 
new definition for relationships with the 
East European bloc. The Stalinist empire 
b e c a m e a socialist commonwealth: 
members would be treated as sovereign 
members provided they remained loyal 
to the Warsaw Pact and remained a so- 
cialist or peoples' democracy. 


HUNGARY HAD clearly overstepped 


the line. The Soviets ktervened, bringing 
Hungary back into the commonwealth. 


Czechoslovakia remained quiet during 


the '50s. Under the leadership of arch 
Stalinist Antonin Novotny, the satellite 
showed no signs of unrest. Then, begin- 
ning k the early '60s, the economists be- 
gan to talk of breaking out of the,Stalin- 
ist pattern of forced heavy industry. The 
writers soon began to debate strict cen- 
sorship. 


The burgeoning dissatisfaction led to 


the downfall of Novotny, opening the way 
up for the "Prague Spring, k 1968," a 
renaissance under Alexander Dubcek in 
thinking about what truly "humanist 
M a r x i s m ' ' in Czechoslovakia could 
mean. 


Potential relations and trade with the, 


West were discussed, but socialism itself 
was not questioned. The crucial element 
in. Czechoslovakia was Dubcek's inability 
to convince the Soviet politburo that he 
would keep Czechoslovakia k the social- 
ist commonwealth, something Gomulka 
was able to accomplish earlier k Po- 
land. 


THE SHADOW of Hungary hung heavi- 


ly over Czechoslovakia. The Soviet inter- 
vention was precautionary and at the 
same time signalled the fragile nature of 


the Soviet hold on Czechoslovakia and 
the remainder of Eastern Europe. Actual 
military presence was needed. They 
could bargain for no less. 


Today, through Czechoslovakia is qui- 


et, the Soviet presence is strong and re- 


sented. The Czechs are suffering for 
their Prague Spring. While their stan- 
dard of living is not bad, they cannot 
travel outside of their country and must 
daily play the role of conforming to the 
Soviet big brother. 


In the rest of Eastern Europe, more 


mobility is apparent. Under Janos Kadar 
k Hungary the very same economic re- 
forms the Czech New Economic Model 
envisioned are 
slowly being imple- 


mented. Kadar succeeds because he pays 
strict Up service to the Soviet definition 
of behavior withk a socialist 
com- 


monwealth. 


And elsewhere, trade relations with the 


West are being explored, East Germans 
are talking to West Germans, party boss 
Edward Gierek tolerates minimal pri- 
vate enterprise k Poland. It works be- 
cause everything is being conducted k 
such a way to convince the Soviets that 
their commonwealth is whole. But should 
someone else overstep the Ike, what 
then?

"Tls the season . .. winter's chill ling- 


en, but spring's not far behind ... for 
women to begin to hate themselves. 


It's those few pounds put on over the 


holidays, the winter wardrobe that's lost 
its chtcness and a hairstyle grown limp. 


"I want to took like her," many women 


tell their beauticians, pointing to a cover 
girl on the inside page of a fashionable 
women's magazine. "It will be a new 
me!" 


Hairdressers can improve a woman's 


appearance, but outright miracles? They 
are not performed too of ten. 
'•' 


"Following a trend is not always good 


for most women," said Tom Ramagnano, 
a hairdresser for Martinique Coiffures in 
Arlington Heights. 


"THE NEWER LOOK is the shorter 


cut But that doesn't mean that every 
woman should go out and cut her hair. A 
woman should be aware of what looks 
good on her individually." 


While certain hairstyles are considered 


more fashionable for spring and summer 
of '73, Ramagnano explained that few big 
changes have occurred in women's hair- 
styles in the last three years. 


"There Is no one right hairstyle any- 


more," he said. "What's important is 
that now the entire outlook represents an 
open feeling." 


"Suburban women are very uptight as 


far as fashion goes," continued Ramag- 


nano, who until eight months ago worked 
in Chicago. "They wait until something 
is almost outdated before they are will- 
ing to try it. 


"I DON'T BLAME women for looking 


like they do. I blame their hairdresser. 
Customers should be guided and offered 
objective recommendations. And a hair- 
dresser should also take it upon himself 
to< be constantly aware and in touch of 
new techniques and ideas in hairstyling," 
he added. 


But while hairstyles must be ap- 


proached individually, Ramagnano feels 
there are two essential steps that every 
woman should follow. First is a good 
haircut. Second is conditioning. 


"We have two types of customers 


now," said Ramagnano. "The woman 
coming in every week to have her hair 
done is beginning to fade out. It's not the 
necessity anymore. Many women are 
now just coming in once a month to get a 
good haircut." 


"Fashion has moved out of a long un- 


kempt period that the shag explains 
quite well," he continued. (The shag is 
now outmoded.) 


"WE STILL WANT a soft and casual 


look but with much more direction and 
precision. Pageboys, blunt and short- 
cropped cuts are big for spring and sum- 
mer," advises Ramagnano. 


"And long straight hair is quite attrac- 


tive when well cut and maintained. 


"Some women say they don't have 


time to go to a beauty shop, but a once- 


a-month visit to a salon for a good hair- 
cut? A woman owes that much time to 
herself for beauty's sake. 


"Women do abuse their hair. Every- 


thing one does to hair is unnatural," he 
continued in explaining the need for a 
good program of conditioning. 


"Shampooing, drying, even combing, 


takes its toll on the hair. Since hah- is 
made up of protein, a conditioner too 
should have a protein base," said Ra- 
magnano. "A balsam lanolin base is 
merely a cover-up while a deep pene- 
trating protein conditioner can work it- 
self into the shaft of the hair." 


BLEACHING THE hair is also out 


now, according to Ramagnano. 


"Everything is soft and natural look- 


ing," he said. "Frosting is still very 
fashionable, but yellow or silver streaks 
tend to be too harsh. Hair color and skin 
tone should be compatible with one an- 
other," continued the hairdresser who is 
a stylist director for both Revlon Hair 
Color and the Pantene Company. 


Ramagnano also recommends that a 


blow dryer or set of electric or steam 
rollers might be a wise investment for 
the woman who prefers to take care of 
her own hair. 


However, a curling iron, the kind that 


many beauticians now use for more cas- 
ual sets, is awkward and difficult to use, 
he further advised. 


"When not properly used, it can be 


dangerous to both skin and hair," he 
said.

School board pledges ethnic balance in library 


by JILL BETTNER 


Terming the recent controversy over 


"Little Black Sambo" a positive experi- 
ence, the Dist. 21 School Board resolved 
last Thursday night to ensure books in 
school library collections provide chil- 
dren with a balanced view of all ethnic 
groups. 


Mr. and Mrs. Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 


Selwyn Ln., Buffalo Grove, asked several 
weeks ago that "Little Black Sambo" be 
removed from school libraries. They felt 
the children's story, written in 1899 by 
Helen Bannerman, presented a "one- 
sided, subtle stereotyping of one ethnic 
group as opposed to another." 


Following the board's unanimous deci- 


sion to keep the book in district's librar- 
ies, Board Pres. Lillian Stiller said, 
"Much good has come of this. We'll be 
very careful in our book selection pro- 
cess in the future. This has been a bless- 
ing in disguise." 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, who was against 


leaving the book on the shelves, agreed 
that the incident caused a lot of produc- 
tive discussion among school officials. 


A SPECIAL committee of faculty, par- 


ents and administrators considered the 
matter two weeks ago and voted 8 to 2 to 
recommend that the board keep the 
book. Gill and Paul McKown, principal 
of Booth Tarkington School in Wheeling 
where the Jeffenons' daughter attends 
school, entered the only dissenting votes. 


"I think he (Jefferson) did us a real 


service," GUI said. "It will help us in the 
future to make sure we have a complete 
array of books in our library on every 
ethnic group — Black, Catholic, Polish, 
Jewish —whatever." 


Gill said school librarians are review- 


ing their collectios and added that he 
would like to take a look at them person- 
ally. 


Commenting on the Jeffersons' objec- 


tions to "Little Black Sambo" which 
were expressed in a letter to McKown, 
GUI said, "He (Jefferson) presented the 
letter hi what I consider the right of any 
individual to present an expression of 
dissent. He didn't follow it up in any 
way, he was just satisfied to present his 
ideas." 


Following the vote of the board, Gill 


was asked by a member of the audience 
what criteria was used for selecting 
books for use in the district. He refused 
to answer the woman publicly and said 
he would explain the process during a 
break in the meeting. 


District officials had earlier explained 


that the selection of books for the dis- 
trict's libraries is based on criteria out- 
lined by the American Library Associ- 
ation. The district librarian shares the 
responsibility of choosing books with lo- 
cal principals. 


THE SELECTION policy specifies that 


a committee consisting of the district su- 
perintendent, a district librarian, faculty 
and parents will deal with "the selection 
of materials of a controversial nature 
and will stand responsible for the selec- 
tion of such materials." 


On controversial subjects, the policy 


says: 


"Materials on communism and other 


political doctrines should be made avail- 
able. These materials should present the 
subject factually and objectively. Mate- 
rials on sex education recommended in 
the Standard Catalog Series, The Ele- 
mentary School Library Collection and 
approved reviewing media shall be pur- 
chased and shelved for free use. 


"It shall be a policy to enrich the fic- 


tion and nonfiction in the fields of racial 
and national backgrounds, both in our 
population and the nations of the world. 
If it is found advisable to purchase mate- 
rials of a religious nature they should be 
selected from 
approved sources or 


scrupulously checked for accuracy. Un- 
biased materials on any religions of the 
world may be considered where there is 
<a need for such materials." 


To register a complaint about mate- 


rials in the school libraries, a person is 
required to discuss his feelings with the 
principal involved. He must state exactly 
what he finds objectionable about the 
material and why he believes this flaw is 
greater than the value of the material. 


IF THE MATTER is not resolved in 


favor of retaining the material in ques- 
tion, the complainant must submit to the 
selection committee a written statement 
detailing his criticisms. 


The principal is also asked to submit a 


written recommendation to the selection 
committee telling what he thinks should 
be done with the material. 


All complaints submitted in the proper 


manner will be reviewed by the selection 
committee. The complainant may be pre- 
sent at the reviewing session. 


Village to vote

The Buffalo Grove Village Board 


tonight will vote on whether to approve 
an annexation agreement for construc- 
tion of two developments by Levitt and 
Sons Inc.

PARK DISTRICT Pres. William J. 


Kiddle Jr. said if the school board re- 
jects the land he would like to see all 21 
acres or at least 16 acres of the site giv- 
en to the park district. He also suggested 
that the proposed 1.2 acre neighborhood 
park on the Koelper-Demuth parcel be 
enlarged to at least two acres. 


Campbell said it would impose' "an 


economic hardship" on the developer to 
leave the 21 acres as open space, but the 
size of the neighborhood park was flex- 
ible and could be increased. 


Other recreational facilities in the de-

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Principals, school board discuss on-job problems 


How does » school principal cope with 


the problems he faces each day? A panel 
of four principals from Des Plaines Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 62 discussed their 
problems with board of education mem- 
bers in a meeting last week. 


The "In-basket panel presentation," 


put on each year for the board, consists 
of a list of problems submitted to the 
panel by principals in the district's 13 
schools. Board members pick which ones 
they want answered. 


Parent complaints about school pol- 


icies is always a good one. Phyllis John- 
son, principal at Forest School, said 
"You don't understand my child" is a 
common parent complaint and usually a 
good one because parents and teachers 
should try to be closer to their students. 


Although principals "try to understand 


each child individually," it's difficult to 
see each one at school on a regular 
basis, said Miss Johnson. Principals try 
to listen to a parent's concerns and en- 
courage them to come in and talk to the 
principal and teacher. 


Bad report cards are another major 


source of parent complaints, said Glen 
Helms, principal at Algonquin Junior 
High School. Too often, he said, parents 
tend to blame the teacher for a poor 
grade, and don't understand what the 
teacher is trying to accomplish in class. 


HELMS SAID he tries to set up a par- 


ent-teacher conference when a problem 
occurs. It gives the teacher a chance to 
explain the grade and ask for the par- 
ent's help in solving the child's learning 
problem. Teachers are only with the 
child a few hours a day, he said, but too 


often parents rely on the teacher to do 
all the work. "Many times it takes all of 
us working together" to help a child 
learn, said Helms. 


Another problem facing principals are 


requests from parents for therapy for 
their children when school therapists al- 
ready have a full work load. Helms 
starts by explaining the diagnostic tests 
used by the district to identify the learn- 
ing problems of students. Just knowing 
that his child is tested often satisfies the 
parent, he said. Principals explain that 
children with more severe learning prob- 
lems are placed in special programs first 
and other students are placed on a wait- 
ing list. 


Mason Aldrlch, (principal at West 


School, said he explains the budget for 
special programs to parents whose chil- 


dren are on the waiting list. To receive 
state funds for such program, the state 
limits the size of special classes, he said. 


Another of the principal's problem jobs 


is the evaluation of new, non-tenure 
teachers. A teacher and principal whose 
personalities clash have to overcome 
their personal attitudes and act as pro- 
fessionals, said John Stein, principal at 
Maple Elementary School. The district 
has developed a system of evaluation 
that is formal, objective and fair, he 
said. Non-tenure teachers are evaluated 
through classroom observation and com- 
pletion of an evaluation form by the prin- 
cipal twice a year. The teacher can look 
at the evaluation and is allowed to dis- 
pute it if he feels he has been treated 
unfairly. 


TEACHERS OFTEN complain about 


too much busywork like keeping attend- 
ance records, and grading papers. "I 
don't believe in unnecessary busywork," 
said Aldrich. "Our main objective is de- 
veloping an educational program for 
boys and girls." Parent aides are often a 
way of relieving teachers of busywork, 
said AMrich. Each year AWrich said he 
sends a questionnaire to parents asking 
them to volunteer as a teacher aide.

Schools9 tax rate may drop 
'Hold the line' 
budget ready 


Copies of a proposed $14.5 million 


"hold-the-line" budget for the 1973-74 
school year have been distributed to 
members of the Elk Grove Township 
Dist, 59 school board for study. 


The total tax rate is expected to drop 


slightly for Dist. 59, even though the pro- 
posal is higher than this year's $13.4 mil- 
lion budget. The tax rate drop is attribut- 
ed mainly to higher property assess- 
ments in the district. 


The proposal, an estimate of expenses 


and revenues for the coming school 
year, is compiled by the school adminis- 
tration. The board will review and make 
possible changes in the budget during 
special committee meetings over the 
next few weeks. 


Nine separate funds, with different tax 


levies, are Included in the budget. Total 
estimated tax rate for the proposed 
budget is .0238, or $2.36 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation for 1971. The estimated 
rate is down .0015 from the actual rate of 
.0251 for 1972. 


LARGEST OF THE funds is for educa- 


tion. That is budgeted at $9.4 million for 
the 1973-74 school year. The fund is ap- 
proximately $500,000 (or 5.6 per cent) 
larger than the estimated actual expense

Borrowing on tax anticipation warrants 


for the education fund is estimated to de- 
crease by $45,000 from the current rate, 
to a total of $4,275,081. This estimated 
level of borrowing will drop to 65 per 
cent of the projected 1973 tax receipts 
based on equalized assessed valuation of 
$447 million. 


The maximum rate of borrowing is 


limited by law to 75 per cent of future 
receipts. The current year's borrowing 
for the educational fund is approximately 
72 per cent. 


The building fund is budgeted at $1.2 


million. Estimated total borrowing for 
the fund, is $866,650. The estimated bor- 
rowing is approximately $40,000 more 
than the legal limit for the anticipated 
tax receipts on fund. This indicates the 
board will have to make cutbacks to low- 
er fund expenditures to the legal limit. 


The building fund covers personnel and 


supply expenses for the maintenance of 
school property. 


OTHER FUNDS in the budget are on a 


cash flow basis and will require no bor- 
rowing, 


Estimated revenues for other funds 


are: Insurance fund, $123,619; special 
education construction, $750; bond and 
interest, $2.1 million; 
transportation, 


$613,254; employees' state retirement, 
$204,500. 


There is no revenue or expense budg- 


eted for capital improvements. 


Largest new expenditure in the budget 


is the cost of administration, office per- 
sonnel and building operation for Friend- 
ship Junior High School in Des Plaines. 
The school is expected to 6pen for 
classes in September. 


The proposed budget was prepared un- 


der a direction from the school board to 
"hold the line" on expenses. This guide- 
line means the district is to provide ap- 
proximately the same level of education- 
al programs and services for 1973-74 as 
is being offered in the present school 
year. 


THE 1973-74 BUDGET is the most so- 


phisticated budget document ever pre- 
sented to the school board. It was com- 
piled from over 20 separate budget re- 
ports — one from each of the 20 schools 
in the district plus several reports from 
the central administration office. 


Each school, under the direction of the 


principal, prepared a budget as if the 
building were an individual school dis- 
trict. Teachers' salaries, supplies, teach- 
ing aids and other materials were includ- 
ed in these reports. 


The central administration reports esti- 


mated administrative costs and other 
district-wide expenditures. 


Arthur Perry, assistant superintendent 


for administration, and his staff were re- 
sponsible for compiling the proposed 
budget.

River Trails Dist. 26 could be in 


serious financial difficulty at the end of 
the 1973-74 school year if significant cuts 
are not made in expenditures. 


According to William Haase, chairman 


of the Dist. 26 budget committee, it is 
likely that at the end of the 1973-74 school 
year, the district will have little or no 
money remaining in its educational and 
building funds. 


Haase's projection is based on the as- 


sumption that there will be only nominal 
increases in the school district's costs in 
the next year and also that there will be 
no significant changes in existing educa- 
tional programs. 


BASED ON projections of interim fi- 


nancial information through June 30, 
1973, "it is clear that the district will be 
in worse shape financially at the end of 
this year than it was at the end of last, 
with residual funds reduced by $100,000," 
said Haase. 


Haase said the cause for the reduction 


in the residual funds was in part the re- 
sult of over-expending the budget for 
teacher's 
salaries (the budget was 


passed prior to the settlement of the 
1972-1973 teacher contract) and partly be- 
cause of increased maintenance and re- 
quired building improvements.

system revenues, not general city tax 
funds. 


Des Plaines is expected to recall more 


than $825,000 in parking revenue bonds 
by mid-1974 and float a new bond issue 
totaling $3 million to finance the parking 
projects, according to Richard S. Beebe, 
planning director for H. W. Lochner, 
Inc.. engineers. 


Redevelopment plans include a city fi- 


nanced, four-level parking garage along 
the railroad north of the superblock for 
SCO cars and a 250 car lot at the corner of 
Prairie and Pearson. 


Architect Dennis Stevens told the Her- 


ald that the parking areas would be con- 
structed "simultaneously" with super- 
block construction. The petitioners' de- 
velopment plans show construction by 
Jan. 15, 1974 and completion by Sept. l, 
1975. 


"This involves a commitment by both 


parties. As the demand by new buildings 
is created for parking, the city will con- 
struct it," Stevens said. 


A COST estimate for the two parking 


projects made in December 1971, by the 
Lochner firm was $1.6 million. The total 
was based on space for 375 cars. In- 
creased construction costs and the boost 
to 750 in the number of spaces have hik- 
ed the estimated cost to $2.275 million, 
Stevens said Friday. 


Included is an estimated $325,000 for 


Pearson-Prairie land acquisition. 


Cost of the construction and land will 


be carried in the proposed $3 million 
bond program. Beebe said the city will 
recall $825,000 in parking bonds sold last 
year and incorporate the programs in the 
new issue. 


"The quickest this could be done is six 


months," he said. "I'd guess a year." 


Current parking bonds already have fi- 


nanced $72,500 purchase of railroad prop- 
erty and $59,906.55 construction of a 125- 
car parking lot along Ellinwood. Rede- 
velopment plans call for building of a 
three-tier garage over the Ellinwood lot. 


VALUE ESTIMATES for the exchange 


of Center-Prairie land, air rights over 
Ellinwood and vacating of the alley are 
not included in the city reports. 


Total city parking bond participation, 


by 1990, may top $7 million, according to 
Lochner's report. Planned projects after 
1975 include: 1) $335,000 construction of a 
200-car lot between Pearson and River 
Road; 2) $1.7 million building of a 400- 
car space deck over the railroad between 
Lee and Pearson; 3) $335,000 for 20ft 
spaces between Lee and Graceland; 4) 
about $975,000 for four-level parking on 
Jefferson Street; S) $500,000 for a two- 
level deck at North School; and 6) 


$625,000 for a three-level deck on the 
Prairie Avenue lot. 


Beebe emphasized that the totals "are 


only estimates. Some of these projects 
may not originate for 10 or 15 years." 


"I DON'T think it's a fair assumption 


to say that redevelopment has caused 
these city expenses," Paroubek said. 
"It's true that some things will be done 
now, instead of two years from now. On 
the other hand, some of these projects 
were held back before." 


Paroubek called the parking projects 


"self-supporting. We're not, using the 
credit of the city. We're using the antici- 
pated performance schedule of the park- 
ing to sell the bonds."

he said. 


The Rev. Pittelko said the census sur- 


vey was part of "Key 73," a program of 
200 denominations participating in a uni- 
fied Christian witness. He said this na- 
tionwide, interdenominational project in- 
cluded special television programs, ral- 
lies, Bible study groups and other special 
programs, like the census. 


The Rev. Pittelko is preparing the cen- 


sus cards and brochures for the survey, 
and the Rev. Ben Walker, First Baptist 
Church, is in charge of setting up the 
routes for the census interviewers. The 
Rev. James Shea, of St. Julian Eymard 
Catholic Church, will tabulate the re- 
sults.

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Palatine politics: the names change, players don 9t

They say you can't tell the players 


without a storecard. That's practically 
the case in Palatine political circles. 


The same players may be involved in 


local elections over the years, but the 
teams vary. 


Not too long ago, Palatine had a 


People's Economy Party, a Good Gov- 
ernment Party, a Civic Action Party, 
and a host of others. 


Not all at the same time, of course. 


One would dissolve and another would 
sprout up, phoenix-like, in time for the 
next election. 


THIS YEAR'S contest pits the Republi- 


cans against the Village Independent 
Party. 


It's an election in which the Republi- 


can Party's prestige and the VIPs' bid 
for stability are on the line. 


The Republicans must make a strong 


showing to regain control of the village 
board and to reestablish the party's pow- 
er in local politics. 


The GOP unquestionably is the strong- 


est political party in town, but many Re- 
publicans prefer that the national parties 
stay out of local affairs; indeed, all but 
one of the VIP candidates are registered 
Republicans. 


FOR THE VIPs, the April 17 election 


will be their second test of strength. 
They fared well in the first, in 1971 
(when they were known as the Village 
Incumbent Party), taking two of three 
trustee seats. 


The party must do well again this year 


to prove it's a viable force that will not 
go the way of the many local parties 
which preceded it. 


Though the VIPs have been around for 


just two years, Republican Party in- 
volvement in local elections goes back to 
1967. The GOP entered village elections 
in a big way; all seven candidates were 
swept into office in a landslide. 


In the process, the United Citizens Par- 


ty, a local organization which had con- 
trolled village government for six years, 
was wiped out. 


THE UNITED CITIZENS Party had 


been formed in 1961, unaffiliated with 
any national political party. The United 
Citizens' platform flatly rejected a "par- 
tisan approach" — national or local — to 
solving municipal problems. 


The party's sweep of the 1961 election 


provided the death bkw to the Commu- 
nity Party and to the Palatine Economy 
Party, which had entered candidates in 
the two previous elections. 


The Economy Party had obliterated 


the Continued Good Government Party 


in 1950. That party had been known as 
the Good Government Party in 1957 and 
the Palatine Citizen's Committee in 1955. 


Howard I. Olsen, now Palatine Town- 


ship supervisor, had been elected mayor 
of Palatine under the Citizen's Com- 
mittee banner. 


THE UNITED CITIZENS continued its 


winning ways in 1963, but just barely. 
They captured two of the three trustee 
seats in a close election against the Civic 
Betterment Party, the successor to the 
Economy Party. 


Riding the crest of their two victories, 


the United Citizens were referred to in

newspapers as "Palatine's permanent lo- 
cal political party." Its sudden demise 
was still four years off. 


In 1965. the United Citizens won a land- 


slide victory against the Civic Action 
Party, which had evolved from the old 
Civic Betterment Party. 


Two of the campaign organizers who 


had helped steer the successful course of 
the United Citizens are still active on the 
Palatine political scene. Richard A. Mu- 
gallan is now a state representative and 
Democratic committeeman; Roger A. 
Bjorvik. a Republican, is a key coordina- 
tor of the VIP campaign. 


AND. In fact, one of the rising stars in 
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\V'>nipn'* News 


the United Citizens Party was a 38-year- 
old trustee candidate named 
Jack 


Moodie. 


He won his first term in 1961 and was 


reelected in 1965, but when the party did 
not slate him for village president in 
1967, he switched to the Republican Par- 
ty, which for the first time was backing 
a ticket. 


Depending on their loyalties, residents 


were pleased or irritated to see the Re- 
publican Party enter local politics. 


In previous elections, the choice had 


generally been between Republicans who 
happened to be running under the banner 
of purely local parties. Now, the citizen- 
ry had to choose between Republicans 
calling themselves the United Citizens 
Party and other Republicans sponsored 
by the Republican Party. 


THE CHOICE evidently wasn't diffi- 


cult. Moodie and his GOP slate, which 
included present trustees Clayton W. 
Brown and Fred H. Zajonc, swept to vic- 
tory over the United Citizens' mayoral 
candidate, Howard Kutz, and his running 
mates after a somewhat hostile cam- 
paign. 


Moodie has since left the Republican 


Party on a local level, and both he and 
Kutz are now in the Village Independent 
Party. The Republicans' present candi- 
date to succeed Moodie as village presi- 
dent, Wendell E. Jones, got his start in 
local politics when appointed by Moodie 
to complete his term as trustee in 1967. 


The Republican ticket, again led by 


Moodie and including Jones and present 
trustee Terry L. Leighty, ran unopposed 
in 1969, having done away with the "per- 
manent" United Citizens Party in the 
1967 landslide. 


The GOP might have continued in- 


definitely with a one-party rule, but in 
1971 antagonized the three Republicans 
trustees seeking reelection by refusing to 
reslate two of them. 


THE TWO WHO weren't resisted, 


Brown and Thomas Kearns, along with 
the one who could have been restated but 
declined in protest, Zajonc, formed the 
Village Incumbent (later changed to In- 
dependent) Party to challenge the Re- 
publican candidates. 


Two of the three, Brown and Zajonc, 


were successful in their reelection bid as 
VIPs. The Republican who was elected, 
Merwin E. Sopor, later resigned because 
of a job transfer; his seat on the village 
board was given to a VIP by Moodie, 
who also had switched to the new party 
during the 1971 campaign. 


The upcoming showdown between the 


Republicans and VIPs will be the second 
between the two parties. The VIPs took 
two out of three in the first con- 
frontation; local politicos say this year's 
contest is too close to call.

program in film study for Fremd High 
School next year and agreed to continue 
a film study program that started this 
year at Conant High School.

The consumer education course would 


replace a nine-week course now offered 


in the subject and would be required of 
all students who do not take either In- 
troduction to Business or one of the dis- 
trict's work training programs, accord- 
ing to Asst. Supt. James Shelton. 


Board members said they, agreed with 


the concept of the course, but were con- 
cerned that some students would have 
trouble fitting another semester-long re- 
quired course into their schedules. Since 
a nine-week course is required by the 
state, Board Member Alexander Langs- 
dorf said, "I would like to see an option 
for a nine-week course for those who 
wantonly that." 


THE LAW COURSE, which would be 


offered by a teacher with a specialized 
background at Conant, would include 
study of the Bill of Rights and of prac- 
tical aspects of law, Associate Supt.

Board members agreed they want to 


see the course outline and criteria for a 
textbook before approving the course.

Two members of the Rolling Meadows 


finance committee have indicated they 
may support contributing $2,001 of city 
funds to the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter.

Retzke said Friday he does not think 


the city's present scope of welfare oper- 
ation can equal that of the center. "They 
(the center) are kind of a transfer organ- 
ization as I see it. They're providing a 
service function. But then again, it would 
appear that they are providing a service 
that no one else has. 


"I don't think with the way we're cur- 


rently structured, we could provide all 
the services the center is providing," 
Retzke said. "Our welfare office is just a 
part time organization." 


Retzke also disagreed with Meyer's op- 


position to funding, which Meyer says is 
based on an agreement made with the 
center seven years ago which said the 
center would never seek funding from lo- 
cal municipalities. 


Retzke said he did not think Mrs. Tre- 


vor was wrong in telling Meyer circum- 
stances have changed, forcing the center 
to make the request. "We live in a 
changing world," Retzke said. "The city 
could function as a separate entity when 
it was smaU. We can no longer act en- 
tirely independently. When you're small 
you can isolate yourself in a vacuum but 
that has to change with growth." 


WUERCH SAID he does not think the 


committee will rule out the possibility of 
compromising on the funding proposal 
and will possibly recommend a lesser 
amount of money be given by the city. 
"There is always a chance of com- 
promise," Wuerch said. "But the center 
came to us with a request, and we'll con- 
sider the request first." 


Asked his reaction to the presentation, 


Newton said Friday "I hope the com- 
mittee will look further than the mayor's 
view and realize that the center is not 
providing a duplication of services." 


Whether the funding request will be ap- 


proved is "pretty much up in the air," 
according to Mrs. Trevor. "I think there 
is more a matter of principle involved," 
she said. "I feel the city council has the 
prerogative to decide on the requesz, but 


we were obligated to approach all the 
communities we serve. There certainly 
was no breach of faith (as far as* the 
agreement seven years ago is con- 
cerned)." 


Mrs. Trevor said she felt the finance 


committee was fair with the center and 
allowed she and Newton "ample time" to 
present their case. She also said no mat- 
ter what the city decides, the center will 
not deny help to persons from Rolling 
Meadows seeking aid from the center. 


"As long as we get federal funding of

Mr. and Mrs. Willie T Jefferson, 1218 


Selwyn Ln., Buffalo Grove, asked several 
weeks ago that "Little Black Sambo" be 
removed from school libraries. They felt 
the children's story, written in 1899 by 
Helen Bannerman, presented a "one- 
sided, subtle stereotyping of one ethnic 
group as opposed to another." 


Following the board's unanimous deci- 


sion to keep the book in district's librar- 
ies, Board Pres 
Lillian Stiller said, 


"Much good has come of this. We'll be 
very careful in our book selection pro- 
cess in the future This has been a bless- 
ing in disguise " 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, who was against 


leaving the book on the shelves, agreed 
that the incident caused a lot of produc- 
tive discussion among school officials. 


A SPECIAL committee of faculty, par- 


ents and administrators considered the 
matter two weeks ago and voted 8 to 2 to 
recommend that the board keep the 
book. Gill and Paul McKown, principal 
of Booth Tarkington School in Wheeling 
where the Jeffersons' daughter attends 
school, entered the only dissenting votes. 


"I think he (Jefferson) did us a real 


service," GUI said. "It will help us in the 
future to make sure we have a complete 
array of books in our library on every 
ethnic group — Black, Catholic, Polish, 
Jewish — whatever." 


Gill said school librarians are review-

tions to "Little Black Sambo" which 
were expressed in a letter to McKown, 
Gill said, "He (Jefferson) presented the 
letter in what I consider the right of any 
individual to present an expression of 
dissent. He didn't follow it up in any 
way, he was just satisfied to present his 
ideas." 


Following the vote of the board, Gill 


was asked by a member of the audience 
what criteria was used for selecting 
books for use in the district. He refused 
to answer the woman publicly and said 
he would explain the process during a 
break in the meeting. 


District officials had earlier explained 


that the selection of books for the dis- 
trict's libraries is based on criteria out- 
lined by the American Library Associ- 
ation. The district librarian shares the 
responsibility of cfioosing books with lo- 
cal principals. 


THE SELECTION policy specifies that 


a committee consisting of the district su- 
perintendent, a district librarian, faculty 
and parents will deal with "the selection 
of materials of a controversial nature 
and will stand responsible for the selec- 
tion of such materials." 


On controversial subjects, the policy 


says: 


"Materials on communism and other 


political doctrines should be made avail- 
able. These materials should present the 
subject factually and objectively. Mate- 
rials on sex education recommended in 
the Standard Catalog Series, The Ele- 
mentary School Library Collection and 
approved reviewing media shall be pur- 
chased and shelved for free use. 


"It shah be a policy to enrich the fic- 


tion and nonfiction in the fields of racial 
and national backgrounds, both in our 
population and the nations of the world. 
If it is found advisable to purchase mate- 
rials of a religious nature they should be 
selected from approved sources or 


scrupulously checked for accuracy. Un- 
biased materials on any religions of the 
world may be considered where there is 
a need for such materials." 


To register a complaint about mate- 


rials in the school libraries, a person is 
required to discuss his feelings with the 
principal involved. He must state exactly 
what he finds objectionable about the 
material and why he believes this flaw is 
greater than the value of the material. 


IF THE MATTER is not resolved in 


favor of retaining the material in ques- 
tion, the complainant must submit to the 
selection committee a written statement 
detailing his criticisms. 


The principal is also asked to submit a 


written recommendation to the selection 
committee telling what he thinks should 
be done with the material. 


All complaints submitted in the proper 


manner will be reviewed by the selection 
committee. The complainant may be pre- 
sent at the reviewing session.

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State board 
will reconsider 
hospital branch

The Illinois Department of Public 


Health announced Friday that the state 
hospital licensing board will reconsider 
on April 11 the application for an oper- 
ating permit, for Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's Medical Center in Schaumburg. 


The department's action on the RPSL 


request results from "allegations that 
the board violated the open meeting law 
in issuing the permit," according to Dr. 
Joyce C. Lashof. the acting director of 
the state health department. 


Despite the board's agreement to hear 


any new Information regarding the hospi- 
tal, critics of the RPSL project said they 
had not developed any new information 
that might alter the board's earlier deci- 
sion. 


ARCHIBALD MCKINLEY, director of 


planning and communications for RPSL, 
said the medical center has officially 
been Informed of the state's action and 
has made no plans as yet to attend the 
April session. 


He said the state's action probably will 


not cause any major delays in planning 
efforts. 


Major objections to the plans for a 200- 


bed hospital center around the site along 
the north side of Schaumburg Road, west 
of Roselle Road. 


A health planning report prepared for 


Northwest Cook County Health Needs 
Study committee and partially funded by 
a state grant, recommended a hospital 
be located near the intersection of 
Schaumburg and Harrington roads. 


OPPONENTS OF THE site have said 


the 10-acre Schaumburg road site might 
cause flooding, lead to traffic congestion 
and possibly not allow room for future 
expansion. 


Richard Regan, chairman of the Hoff- 


man Estates Plans Commission, said he 


will attend the April 11 meeting to urge 
the board to follow the recommendation 
of the planning study. 
Mrs. Carol Johnson, a candidate for the 
Schaumburg Village board, said she was 
happy to hear the board would reconsi- 
der their actions and allow for new infor- 
mation. She admitted, however, she did 
not believe she had any information per- 
tinent to the board's deliberations. 


"I will speak to the need for legislation 


that would make planning a criterion 
that the state must consider," she said. 


DR. LASHOF'S statement referred to 


an opinion by the Illinois attorney gener- 
al saying the state board does not have 
the legal right to object to a hospital's 
plans on the basis of need. 


"The board does not have the authority 


to consider needs or convenience of a 
particular facility in making their delib- 
erations, and the board will consider all 
information in April in light of the attor- 
ney general's opinion," she said. 


Regan said he would offer information 


regarding staffing and financial matters 
concerning the development of the hospi- 
tal. 


Several other groups, possibly planning 


other health care facilities for this area, 
would be present at the board meeting, 
he added. 


Village representatives from Stream- 


wood and Hanover Park may attend the 
session also. Streamwood Village Man- 
ager John Petrie said however, his com- 
munity has no definite plans at this time.

This I 
will not do, for to do so would expose the 


contributors to retaliatory action by a 
ROOST administration, should I not be 
reelected," Downey said. 


ROOST is the acronym for Republican 


Organization of Schaumburg Township, 
which is supporting a slate led by mayor- 
al candidate Virginia Hayter under the 
Hoffman Estates Republican Organiza- 
tion. Downey was elected in 1969 on a 
ROOST slate and broke from the party 
last November. 


Disclosure "would also mean that resi- 


dents and businessmen who contribute to 
political campaigns would have their 
rights of privacy abrogated and would be 
unable to support the candidates of their 
choice," said Downey. 


THE INCUMBENT mayoral candidate 


did say the contributions came from 
sources other than builders, developers, 
liquor license holders or prospective ap- 
plicants for liquor licenses. State law 
prohibits liquor license holders from 
making political contributions.

will be asked to serve on committees. 


THE NEW BOARD will govern the 


two-township mental health center and 
will be responsible for the raising and 
administration of funds.

"I have done no wrong and will not

In Novem- 
ber Downey sent letters of solicitation to 
businessmen dealing directly with the 
village, as well as some who do not deal 
with the village. In January, he an- 
nounced receipt of $2,500 from 
five 


sources as a result of the solicitation let- 
ters, and turned it over to the Civic Par- 
ty, when it chose him to head its village 


The sources were persons "who do 


business with the village," according to 
his January statement. 


In Thursday's statement, Downey said 


he complied with the state ethics law re- 
quiring economic interest disclosure. The 
law makes no mention of campaign con- 
tributions. 


Downey referred to his history of elec- 


tion to school board posts twice and to 
the village presidency once since 1962, 
and said "I expect the voters to judge 
me on my past performance as both a 
school board president and village presi- 
dent and my promise to serve you hon- 
estly for four more years. 


"IF YOU CHOOSE to judge me solely 


on the slanderous and malicious lies gen- 
erated by the opposition and it results in 
my defeat in April, so be it," he added. 


ROOST Committeeman Donald Totten 


revealed knowledge of Downey's letters 
in November, the same day Downey an- 
nounced he would leave the party. Down- 
ey said Totten's "comments, innuendoes 
and malicious statements" suggesting 
some persons considered the letters an 
attempt to solicit bribes were precipi- 
tated by that announcement. 


"No comments regarding these funds 


were made until I announced . . . these 
funds would be committed to defeating 
ROOST candidates. Within one hour of 
my press conference, the Republican 
committeeman made his 
slanderous 


charges," said Downey. 


Bruce Land, incumbent trustee candi- 


date for GOP, took a different position hi' 
answering the same question. The Re- 
publican candidates have each contrib- 
uted $100 toward their campaign, be 
said. Any additional campaign funds will 
be raised through a lottery and a dance,. 
and records of sales and disbursements 
will be open for inspection, he said.

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Village board candidates ask for votes of confidence 


Candidates for the Hoffman Estates 


Village Board were asked Thursday 
night to concentrate on the qualifications 
that make them the best person for the 
post they seek. 


A high school student In the audience 


earned applause from the roughly 150 
persons attending the meeting when he 
said it was Impossible to judge candi- 
dates on the Issues, because they appar- 
ently were taking similar stands. He 
urged them to discuss their own abilities. 


Each of the candidates complied with 


his request after the applause and a 
raised-hand vote by the audience in- 
dicated they agreed. The mayoral candi- 
dates should speak a second time. 


Frederick Downey, incumbent mayoral 


candidate on the Civic Party (CP), slate, 
retold his claim of leaving the Republi- 
can Party because of pressure to submit 
appointments for party approval. He said 
"one of the most Important things a 
president has to do Is appoint persons to 
advisory boards. The party Is not elected 
to anything. 


"RESIDENTS OF the village have the 


opportunity in this election to determine 
if they want independent individuals or 
persons already committed to a national 
political party." Among qualifications he 
listed were six years service on the ele- 
mentary school board, a background in 
finance and the fact he "served the last 


four years" in the job. "Nobody else in 
Hoffman Estates can make that state- 
ment. The last two mayors moved out," 
he said. 


Mrs. Virginia Hayter, GOP mayoral 


candidate, noted she is now a chef in 
charge of purchasing for a restaurant 
kitchen, she has worked for an insurance 
company, has attended college and 
"like(s) to do new things with new en- 
thusiasm." She denied Downey's charge 
of patronage. 


"I do feel I am capable of bringing the 


team that will be elected to a con- 
sensus vote," she said, noting a need for 
team leadership in a mayor. She plans to 
work to bring industry to the village, and 
has a short range plan for water supply 
to all residents, she said. 


A long range plan will be developed as 


well, she promised. She cited her in- 
volvement in community organizations 
since her childhood and her continuing 
interest in community betterment. 


MRS. IRENE PETKE, one of two inde- 


pendent candidates, said she had been a 
resident of Hoffman Estates 17 years, 
educated herself, has a real estate sales- 
woman certificate and is a notary public. 
She has been president of Fairview PTA, 
is a Sunday School teacher and has done 
volunteer work. "My talent is that of 
being an astrologer, which will by no 
means hinder my being a candidate," 


she said. Mrs. Petke also emphasized 
she believes in hard work, consideration, 
respect and finishing every job she un- 
dertakes. 


Mrs. Shirley Turpin, also an indepen- 


dent candidate, accused the party slate 
candidates of having "temper tan- 
trums," and said as an independent she 
would be responsible to no party. 


She was critical of previous adminis- 


trations for failure to install street lights, 
poor maintenance of streets, failure to 
correct flooding problems or attract in- 
dustry and poor response to complaints 
by villagers. "Is this what you want for 
the next four years?" she asked. She 
promised to make the community "clean 
and healthy," adding "then we will not 
have to take a back seat to any other 
community." 


Lee Dodgian, CP trustee candidate, re- 


lated his engineering studies and said he 
is employed in the planning department 
of Union Oil Co. He has been active in 
Winston Knolls Homeowners Association 
and has an interest in local government. 
Saying there will be more problems in 
the next 10 years than in the past be- 
cause of expected village growth, he 
commented "I want to see Hoffman Es- 
tates grow into the fine community it is 
capable of growing into." 
' 
CHUCK LOVEISKY, also running for 


trustee with CP, said he is president of 


the village's Jaycee Club, and of his own 
company, Unique Engravers. His busi- 
ness background includes sales, purchas- 
ing, finance and management. He urged 
•utizen committee opposition to the pro- 
posed unit school district in the village of 
Schaumburg, and called for "indepen- 
dent government for the betterment of 
Hoffman Estates." 


William Stukas, the third CP trustee 


candidate, cited his legal background as 
municipal attorney for several villages 
and awareness of local persons' prob- 
lems from serving as their attorney. Wa- 
ter is a critical problem for the village, 
he said, predicting the area will not be 
able to sustain itself with underground 
water sources and will need to plan to 
obtain water from Lake Michigan. 


Bruce Lind, incumbent GOP trustee 


candidate, 
recommended 
a full-time 


planner in village employ. He related his 
activities to develop the new municipal 
building and organize use of the old one, 
as chairman of the board's municipal 
committee. He also is a member of the 
board's finance and judiciary com- 
mittees, police negotiating team and fire 
protection study committee. He is avail- 
able via telephone 24 hours a day to lis- 
ten to problems of residents, and offers 
skill, time and interest, he said. 


The second G.OP trustee candidate, 


Ralph Lyerla, told of his experience in 
township office and his efforts to win in- 
corporation in the early days of the com- 
munity. 


LYERLA CALLED for long range 


planning, for 15 to 20 years in the future. 
"For the past eight years we've been 
doing today what we should have been 
doing yesterday," he said. 


Melvin E. Tinunons, the third GOP 


trustee candidate, noted his experience 
in two areas, insurance and fire protec- 
tion engineering, as personal quali- 
fications. He is an insurance salesman 
and has an associate degree in fire pro- 
tection engineering. "With my business 
background, one of the best ways I can 
serve is to listen and learn," he com- 
mented, adding "my business is people." 
While the office would not be his primary 
vocation, it would be his primary respon- 
sibility, he said. 


Sheldon Galanter, an independent 


trustee candidate, said he had been inter- 
ested in the village since he moved to it 
in 1964, but could not previously seek of- 
fice because he had been a postal em- 
ploye until recently. He said the two par- 
ty tickets have experts slated who "know 
a lot about one thing, but they don't 
know about everything." He hopes to see 
Hoffman Estates make up 10 years of 
lost time, he said. 


The two clerk candidates, Mrs. Patri- 


cia Fanella of CP and Mrs. Helen Woz- 
niak of GOP, noted their secretarial ex- 
perience and the fact that the clerk's job 
now will be full-time and pay a salary- 
mof $8,400 per year. 


MRS. FANELLA said she would open 


lines of communication to the people, 
and "work diligently to perform my 
duties well." 


Mrs. Wozniak cited her previous expe- 


rience as a zoning board member, past 
president of the Council of Catholic Wom- 
en of St. Hubert's Church and current 
membership on the St. Hubert's School 
Board. She currently is deputy clerk, and 
chose to run for clerk "before I knew it 
was a full-time job," she said. She also 
said there now is open communication 
between herself and residents. 


On questioning, representatives from 


both slates expressed concern over ob- 
taining equal fire protection for all vil- 
lage residents. There was disagreement 
over the completion date of a fire district 
study, with Lind saying the first draft 
would be ready about May 1 and Downey 
saving it should be ready sooner. He ac- 
cused the GOP of delaying the report un- 
til after the election. 


Other questions related to the future 


system of community government, union 
recognition for village employes and gen- 
eral view on future village development.

What's going on 
here, anyway?

Robert of Robert's Rules of Order 


fame had a good idea. 


When a group of people get together to 


exchange items of mutual interest and 
information and to pass judgment, the 
discussion unchecked is bound to border 
on the chaotic. To remedy this, Robert 
catalogued some rules of parliamentary 
procedure — who speaks when, how 
speakers are identified and proper use of 
an agenda, to name a few. 


All of these rules at times seem mean- 


ingless and tiresome. But they do aid in 
the process of communication. 


THE RECENT meeting of the Schaum- 


burg Plans Commission would have 
benefited from having a Robert around. 
These planners conduct their meetings in 
a friendly, informal fashion, enjoyable 
except to someone not privy to what is 
being discussed. 


Tuesday, the audience was occupied 


playing a "Guess who is talking now arid 
what he wants from the commission" 
game. 


One resident in the audience, inter- 


ested in the approval granted to a new 
Weathersfield subdivision unit, asked me 
when he was allowed to raise a question. 
During the proceedings or afterwards? 
Frankly. I had no idea. The chairman 
never mentions audience participation. 


Informality is fine — to a point. The 


plans commission could benefit from at- 
tending a Schaumburg Zoning Board of 
Appeals session. These meetings are le- 
gal hearings, which require certain 
procedures. 
Identifying the 
speaker, 


clearly stating his request, where his 
property or business is, who he repre- 


sents are all established parts of zoning 
procedures. 


WHILE NOT usually holding hearings, 


the plans commission could implement a 
similar kind of system. There is an 
agenda, although I have never received 
one. 


To an outsider sitting in the Great 


Hall, the items under discussion are open 
to conjecture, as one nameless person af- 
ter another appears before the commis- 
sion, giving incomplete or vague presen- 
tations as far as audience members are 
concerned. 


Usually through the process of deduc- 


tive reasoning, I can figure out what is 
being discussed. After the meeting, I can 
ask the secretary or chairman who was 
doing the talking and other relevant de- 
tails. 


BUT TUESDAY night, even this was a 


bit difficult. The commission members, 
commendably enthusiastic about their 
job, have a habit of animatedly dis- 
cussing issues among themselves. Tues- 
day the enthusiasm was a dull roar of 
private talks. 


The secretary was as much in the dark 


as the press and the public. How she was 
able to keep crucial village records is 
beyond me. 


Aside from the legality of holding pri- 


vate conversations at a public meeting, 
such disorder works against the best in- 
terest of the commission members, and 
the public they represent. 


Occupied in private talks, they must 


miss many relevant comments. They 
should hear the ideas and opinions of ev- 
eryone — not just those of the persons 
sitting next to them. 


Police hearing may have 
violated open-meet law 


A closed-door hearing into disciplinary 


charges brought against Hoffman Es- 
tates Policeman Thomas Mahoney was 
held last week in apparent violation of 
the state open meeting law. 


The findings of the village police and 


fire commission will be announced on 
March 19. The charges, which include 
gossiping, failure to report an unlawful 
act and conduct unbecoming a police- 
man, were brought by Police Chief John 
O'Connell. 


Neither O'Connell nor Village Atty. Ed- 


ward Hofert could be reached for com- 
ment Friday, but William Catlin, chair- 
man of the police and fire commission 
said he was aware that the public should 
be notified of the hearings. 


"1 knew about the law, but I did not 


want to drag the police department's dir- 
ty linen out in the open," Catlin remark- 
ed. 


The state law requires that all meet- 


ings of public bodies be held in open ses- 
sions. 


The incident marks the third time in 


recent weeks that Catlin hds not an- 
nounced the meetings of the commission 
in advance of a disciplinary hearing. 


MAHONEY HAS been suspended from 


the department while it makes its deci- 
sion on the matter. 


Catlin said the charges allege that 


Mahoney gossiped about a fellow officer 
receiving a bribe. The charges also spec- 
ify Mahoney investigated the incident 
and interviewed several persons who re- 
portedly witnessed the event. Mahoney 
allegedly never reported the incident or 
t h e findings of his 
unofficial 
in- 


vestigation. 


The Herald learned that several wit- 


nesses were called before the commis- 
sion to report on Mahoney's actions. No 
other details were released by Catlin, 
however. 


The results of Mahoney's hearing will 


be announced by the commission at 7 
p.m. on March 19 in the police training 
room in the lower level of the village 
municipal building. 


Catlin said he definitely will notify the 


public of the session.

It may be only a matter of weeks be- 


fore funds are approved for construction 
of a new school facility to house students 
at Maryville Academy. 


According to State Rep. Eugene 


Schlickman, R-Arllngton Heights, Gov. 
Daniel Walker plans to appoint the last 
four members of the Illinois Capital De- 
velopment Board (ICDB) this week. (The 
board Is responsible for all new state 
school construction.) 


Once this board is appointed, a formal 


request for a release of funds for the new 
school can be submitted. Once the ICDB 
approves the release, the request for 
funds can be forwarded to the Bureau of 
the Budget for approval and the Cover- 
nor'» sipature. 


D1ST. 26 Is requesting state funds un- 


der a new law passed by the legislature 
last year. The law provides that a school 
district can request state funds for school 
building* when a non-public school 
closes, resulting in an increase enroll- 
ment of 5 per cent or more to a public 
school district. 


Such a situation occurred in Dist. 26 in 


1968 when Catholic Charities announced 
It could no longer afford to educate the 
Maryville children, who are wards of the 
state. 


According to Ray Morris, project coor- 


dinator for the ICDB, it usually takes 
about 10 or 11 days for the approval of 
funds once a request has been submitted 
to the Bureau of the Budget. Morris said 
that once the new board is appointed, he 
expects they would probably have a 
board meeting "very quickly." 


RIVER TRAILS Dist. 26 Board Pres. 


Lloyd Demel said the release of funds 
will have a definite effect on the board's 
decision about the location of the new 
school. If the Governor appoints the rest 
of the ICDB board this week, "there is 
great hope," Demel said, that the loca- 
tion of the site for the new school can be 
announced at the next school board 
meeting, March 20. 


At present, the Dist. 26 board is consid- 


ering four possible sites for the new 
school facility. They have refused to re- 
veal the actual location of the sites.

According to the proposed village 


budget, as submitted last week by Vil- 
lage Mgr.

The Mount Prospect Judiciary Com- 


mittee has voted to have the village 
board deny a rezoning request that would 
allow an office building to be built at the 
southwest corner of Milburn Avenue and 
William Street.

chairman, said his group voted 3-0 to 
concur with a previous plan commission 
recommendation that the rezoning sought 
by Thomas Obrill of Unique Construction 
Co. be denied.

"No demonstrated proof 
was given that the property couldn't 
be developed as single-family," Furst 
said. He also mentioned that no need for 
an office building was shown, there was 
a potential hazard of additional traffic on 
nearby residential streets, and he said 
the proposal was contrary to the village's 
comprehensive plan, which shows the lot 
as residential use. 


Obrill's firm wants to build a two-story 


office building on the triangular piece of 
property. He has contended that because 
of its shape, size and location (it backs 
on Northwest Highway commercial prop- 
erties) the property is not suitable for 
development with single-family homes. 


At a plan commission study meeting in 


January, a suggestion was made that 
perhaps the owner could present a plan 
for a small multi-family development on 
the site. As yet, the petitioner has not 
followed up the suggestion. The property 
is currently zoned for single-family use.

paring to inspect every apartment build- 
ing in the village to see that they comply 
with a recently enacted housing mainte- 
nance code. 


Each apartment building must pass 


the maintenance inspection before its 
owner will be issued a one-year village 
license to operate the building. The in- 
spection and licensing procedure will be 
repeated annually. 


Arlington Heights is the first municipal- 


ity in the state to license its apartment 
buildings under home rule powers of the 
1970 Illinois Constitution. 


As approved by the village board, the 


licensing policy is not a revenue mea- 
sure, but rather is designed to give the 
village new enforcement powers in the 
application of the maintenance code. 


THE VILLAGE health 
department, 


which will supervise the inspections, now 
is in the process of scheduling the apart- 
ment inspections. The inspections will go 
on year-round at various building ad- 
dresses throughout the village.

apartment building without a license. 


Village Sanitarian Dan Tarry said sus- 


pected violators would be given a reason- 
able amount of time to correct code vio- 
lations. 


Village fire and building departments 


will cooperate with the inspection pro- 
gram which is expected to begin later 
this month. 


Townhouse and condominium devel- 


opments are not covered by the apart- 
ment licensing ordinance and will not un- 
dergo the annual inspection. 


million in school warrants sold 


One million dollars worth o{ tax antici- 


pation warrants have been sold by Ar- 
lington Heights School Dist. 25 at an in- 
terest rate of 3.87 per cent. 


The warrants have been sold in the 


spring of the past several years in order 
to finance the school district until taxes 
are collected in June for the upcoming 
fiscal year. 


This year's sale of warrants to the 


State National Bank of Evanston was at 
the lowest interest rate in many years, 
according to Donald V. Strong, superin- 
tendent of the district.

Other banks which bid on the bonds

School board pledges ethnic balance in library

Terming the recent controversy over 


"Little Black Sambo" a positive experi- 
ence, the Dist. 21 School Board resolved 
last Thursday night to ensure books in 
school library collections provide chil- 
dren with a balanced view of all ethnic 
groups. 


Mr. and Mrs. Willie T. Jefferson, 1218 


Selwyn Ln., Buffalo Grove, asked several 
weeks ago that "Little Black Sambo" be 
removed from school libraries. They felt 
the children's story, written in 1899 by 
Helen Bannerman, presented a "one- 
sided, subtle stereotyping of one ethnic 
group as opposed to another." 


Following the board's unanimous deci- 


sion to keep the book in district's librar- 
ies, Board Pres. Lillian Stiller said, 
"Much good has come of this. We'll be 
very careful in our book selection pro- 
cess in the future. This has been a bless- 
ing in disguise." 


Supt. Kenneth Gill, who was against 


leaving the book on the shelves, agreed 
that the incident caused a lot of produc- 
tive discussion among school officials. 


A SPECIAL committee of faculty, par- 


ents and administrators considered the 
matter two weeks ago and voted 8 to 2 to 
recommend that the board keep the 
book. Gill and Paul McKown, principal 
of Booth Tarkington School in Wheeling 
where the Jeffersons' daughter attends 
school, entered the only dissenting votes. 


"I think he (Jefferson) did us a real 


service," Gill said. "It will help us in the 
future to make sure we have a complete 
array of books in our library on every 
ethnic group — Black, Catholic, Polish, 
Jewish — whatever." 


Gill said school librarians are review- 


ing their collectios and added that he 
would like to take a look at them person- 
ally. 


Commenting on the Jeffersons' objec- 


tions to "Little Black Sambo" which 
were expressed in a letter to McKown, 
Gill said, "He (Jefferson) presented the 
letter in what I consider the right of any 
individual to present an expression of 
dissent. He didn't follow it up in any 
way, he was just satisfied to present his 
ideas." 


Following the vote of the board, Gill 


was asked by a member of the audience 
what criteria was used for selecting 
books for use in the district. He refused 
to answer the woman publicly and said 
he would explain the process during a 
break in the meeting. 


District officials had earlier explained 


that the selection of books for the dis- 
trict's libraries is based on criteria out- 
lined by the American Library Associ- 
ation. The district librarian shares the 
responsibility of choosing .books with lo- 
cal principals. 


THE SELECTION policy specifies that

Flood vote would limit bonding power 


The Village of Arlington Heights would 


be at its recommended bonding limit if a 
$14.32 million flood control bond issue is 
approved in a June 2 referendum. 


The 1970 Illinois Constitution removed 


the debt ceiling on home rule municipal- 
ities, once fixed at 5 per cent of a city's 
total assessed 
valuation. But Village 


Atty. Jack Siegel has told the village 
board the bond company still recom- 
mends adherence to the 5 per cent guide- 
line. 


Arlington Heights' total assessed valu- 


ation this year has been estimated at 
$300 million. It is expected to increase to 
$325 million in 1973-74. Five per cent of 
this figure amounts to a recommended 
bonding limit of $16.25 million. 


A $14.32 million general obligation 


bond issue, added to an existing debt of 
nearly $3 million, would bring the vil- 
lage's total indebtedness to $17.32 mil- 
lion. 


"We don't, for a minute, believe that 


we're bound by a five per cent ceiling," 
Siegel told the board. "But Chapman and 
Cutler (the village's bonding attorneys) 
might." 


Siegel said the bonding attorneys have 


indicated they are recommending the 5 
per cent guideline at least until the limit- 
less bonding power of home rule munici- 
palities is upheld in a court test. 


Even with the recommended 5 per cent 


guideline, the village's bonding power 
would increase each year along with the 
growth in its total assessed valuation. 


By the year 1993, when the $14.32 mil- 


lion bond issue would be totally paid off, 
the total assessed valuation of real prop- 
erty in the village will be $650 million 
according to current estimates. 


The liability in reaching even a recom- 


mended bonding limit is that large bond- 
ing reserves are not available to cover 
unexpected emergency expenditures. 


The village theoretically could go well 


beyond the 5 per cent limit if the voters 
approve the expenditures, says Village 
Finance Director Kenneth Bonder. But if 
Arlington Heights goes too far over the 5 
per cent mark, it probably would have

and parents will deal with "the selection 
of materials of a controversial nature 
and will stand responsible for the selec- 
tion of such materials."

On controversial subjects, the policy 


says: 


"Materials on communism and other 


political doctrines should be made avail- 
able. These materials should present the 
subject factually and objectively. Mate- 
rials on sex education recommended in 
the Standard Catalog Series, The Ele- 
mentary School Library Collection and 
approved reviewing media shall be pur- 
chased and shelved for free use. 


"It shall be a policy to enrich the fic- 


tion and nonfiction in the fields of racial 
and national backgrounds, both in our 
population and the nations of the world. 
If it is found advisable to purchase mate- 
rials of a religious nature they should be 
selected from 
approved 
sources or 


scrupulously checked for accuracy. Un- 
biased materials on any religions of the 
world may be considered where there is 
a need for such materials." 


To register a complaint about mate- 


rials in the school libraries, a person is 
required to discuss his feelings with the 
principal involved. He must state exactly 
what he finds objectionable about the 
material and why he believes this flaw is 
greater than the value of the material. 


IF THE MATTER is not resolved in 


favor of retaining the material in ques- 
tion, the complainant must submit to ths 
selection committee a written statement 
detailing his criticisms. 


The principal is also asked to submit a 


written recommendation to the selection 
committee telling what he thinks should 
be done with the material. 


All complaints submitted in the proper 


manner will be reviewed by the selection 
committee. The complainant may be pre- 
sent at the reviewing session.
